Inquests 


At  Preston,  recently,  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of 
unsound  mind  "  was  returned  at  the  inquest  on  the  body 
of  Mr.  Charles  E.  Thornley,  a  bank  clerk,  who  was 
killed  by  a  train.  Mr.  C.  E.  Eceles,  chemist  and .  drug- 
gist, Blackpool,  deposed  that  Mr.  Thornley  had  com- 
plained of  insomnia,  and  the  witness  had  made  him  a 
bromide  mixture  ;  no  dose,  however,  had  been  taken  from 
the  bottle  produced. 

An  inquiry  was  concluded  at  Battersea,  London,  S.W., 
on  February  13,  concerning  the  death  of  Miss  Mary  O. 
Smith,  Cambridge  Mansions.  Dr.  A.  R.  H.  Bland  said 
that  Sir  Maurice  Craig,  M.D.,  had  prescribed  medinal 
for  Miss  Smith.  He  believed  Sir  Maurice  told  tho 
patient  that  she  could  take  it  every  night  for  the  rest 
of  her  life.  Sir  Bernard  Spilsbury  stated  that  death 
was  due  to  syncope  from  disease  of  the  heart  muscle, 
probably  accelerated  by  poisoning  by  the  two  drugs. 
A  verdict  of  "Death  by  misadventure"  was  recorded. 
'  An  inquest  was  held  at  Walsall,  on  February  13,  on 
the  body  of  Mr.  John  J.  Fume,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Green  Lane.  The  widow  stated  in  evidence  that  her 
husband  had  been  morbid  and  depressed,  and  latterly 
had  been  in  financial  difficulties.  On  February  10  she 
called  in  another  man  to  look  after  the  business,  and 
this  app?ared  to  upset  her  husband.  Next  morning  she 
found  him  lying  dead  in  bed.  A  medical  witness  attri- 
buted death  to  hydrocyanic  acid  poisoning,  and  a  verdict 
of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  niind  "  was  given.

ing the  words  "  Brewer  &  Marston,  G.  W.  Green, 
M.P.S.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemists."  A  counterclaim  in 
respect  of  copies  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal, "- 
which  had  not  been  received,  was  dismissed. 

Future  of  Insurance  Committees. — The  Minister  of 
Health  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  received 
a  deputation  on  February  11  from  the  Federation  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association  of  Insurance  Committees  in 
England,  Wales  and  Scotland.  The  deputation,  which 
was  introduced  by  Lord  Cozens-Hardy,  said  that  members 
of  Insurance  Committees  felt  some  uncertainty  as  to 
their  future  position.  They  also  desired  to  emphasise 
the  importance  of  further  provision  for  health  education. 
The  Minister,  in  reply,  invited  the  deputation  to  prepare 
a  detailed  memorandum  supplementing  the  views  they 
had  expressed. 


Irish  News 

Brevities 

Mr.  J.  P.  Ryan,  Ph.C,  has  been  selected  out  of  three 
applicants  for  the  position  of  temporary  compounder  for 
the  Central  Hospital  and  Kilkenny  Dispensary. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Londonderry  Education  Commit- 
tee on  February  11,  the  question  of  the  supply  of  cod- 
liver  oil  emulsion  to  schoolchildren  was  discussed.  The 
chairman  said  that  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  agreed 
to  the  cod-liver  oil  scheme  provided  the  committee  took 
steps  in  regard  to  the  medical  inspection  of  the  children. 
The  secretary  said  he  had  received  a  number  of  letters 
from  teachers  which  were  very  enthusiastic  in  favour  of 
the  scheme. 

The  controversy  between  Armagh  Board  of  Guardians 
and  Mr.  Andrews,  the  Northern  Ireland  Minister  of 
Labour,  on  the  medical  benefits  question  is  continuing. 
The  Board  has  now  issued  a  reply  to  the  Minister's 
letter,  in  which  they  say  facts  do  not  corroborate  the 
statement  that  the  poor-law  dispensary  system  was  not 
appreciated  by  a  large  percentage  of  the  working  classes. 
The  committee  of  the  Board  has  quoted  an  extract  from  the 
Commission's  report,  which  stated  that  there  was  a  lack 
of  unanimity  among  the  medical  profession  regarding  the 
introduction  of  medical  benefits,  doctors  in  industrial 
areas  favouring  it,  and  doctors  in  rural  areas  opposing 
its  introduction.  Not  a  single  public  body  in  the  rural 
districts,  the  committee  stated,  was  in  favour  of  the 
extension  of  medical  benefits,  and  outside  Belfast  publie 
opinion  was  against  it.

Birmingham  Analyst's  Report 

The  report  of  the  Birmingham  citv  analyst  (Mr.  H.  H. 
Baguall,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.)  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1929 
states  that  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1,159 
samples  were  submitted,  thirty-five  of  which  were  found 
to  be  incorrect.  The  percentage  of  adulteration  of  all 
the  samples  examined  was  3.0,  as  compared  with  2.5  per 
cent,  and  3.5  per  cent,  fur  the  fourth  quarters  of  1927 
and  1928  respectively. 

An  informal  sample  of  honey  proved  on  analysis  to 
contain  40  per  cent,  of  cane  sugar  instead  of  about  8  per 
cent,  as  is  usual.  The  explanation  suggested  by  the 
supplier  was  to  the  effect  that  the  bees  had  been 
artificially  fed  on  cane  sugar  syrup  and  had  omitted  to 
inject  the  necessary  acid  for  the  inversion  of  the 
honey,  into  the  comb.  In  the  opinion  of  the  city  analyst 
the  case  was  one  of  adulteration. 

With  regard  to  drugs,  seven  samples  of  ammoniated 
tincture  of  quinine  were  taken,  six  informal,  and  one 
formal.  One  informal  sample  and  one  formal  were  found 
to  be  of  incorrect  composition,  being  deficient  in  respect 
of  all  three  ingredients.  A  fine  was  imposed.  Seidlitz 
powders  obtained  informally  were  found  to  be  deficient. 
A  sample  of  malt  vinegar  consisted  entirely  of  artificial 
vinegar.  The  vendor  was  fined.  Ground  mace,  a  sample 
of  which  was  taken  informally,  proved  to  contain  at 
least  70  per  cent,  of  Bombay  mace,  which  is  a  cheap 
and  worthless  substitute,  having  neither  flavour  nor 
aroma.  Three  samples  of  liquid  glucose  were  found  to 
be  correct,  as  also  was  the  case  with  six  samples  of 
extract  of  malt.  Twelve  samples  of  borax  honey,  how- 
ever, yielded  three  adulterated  specimens,  variation  in  the 
quantity  of  borax  being  the  cause.  Five  samples  of 
camphorated  oil  and  six  sanrples  of  Rochelle  salt  were 
found  to  be  correct.  A  sample  of  ground  cinnamon  con- 
tained 3.7  per  cent,  of  sand  and  siliceous  matter ;  the 
vendor  was  cautioned.

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Legal  Reports 

Deficient  Lime  Water.— At  Bristol  Police  Court, 
recently,  Mr.  Charles  C.  Price,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Lower  Redland  Road,  was  summoned  for  having  sold 
lime  water  deficient  in  calcium  hydroxide  to  the  extent 
of  22  per  cent.  Formal  evidence  was  given  by  Mr. 
Edward  Russell,  the  city  analyst.  The  Bench  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  offence  was  purely  technical,  and 
imposed  a  fine  of  10s.,  with  10s.  6d.  costs. 

Supplying  Noxious  Things.— At  the  Central  Criminal 
Court,  London,  on  February  18,  William  Alexander 
Carpenter  (43),  herbalist,  Notting  Hill,  W.,  pleaded 
"  Guilty"  to  supplying  noxious  things  to  women  know- 
ing they  were  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
miscarriage.  Mr.  Pereival  Clarke  and  Mr.  J.  F.  East- 
wood prosecuted ;  Mr.  H.  Heathcote-Williams  and  Mr. 
R.  C.  Lancaster  defended.  Mr.  Clarke  said  the  accused 
had  no  medical  knowledge.  He  had  been  a  stoker  in  the 
Navy.  His  shop  was  in  such  an  appalling  state  of  dirt 
that  it  was  a  danger  to  the  community  from  that  point 
of  view  alone.  Sir.  Eastwood  said  there  was  another 
charge  of  attempting  to  obtain  £3  3s.  from  Dr.  Marie 
Stopes  by  false  pretences.  It  was  proposed  that  that 
charge  should-  remain  on  the  file.  Mr.  Heathcote- 
Williams  submitted  that  the  prisoner  had  acted  in  ignor- 
ance of  the  law.  Mr.  Justice  Talbot  said  that  the 
prisoner's  conduct  was  not  only  illegal  in  the  highest 
degree  but  dangerous  to  health.  He  doubted  whether 
the  charge  of  attempting  to  obtain  money  from  Dr.  Stopes 
by  false  pretences  should  not  be  proceeded  with.  Sentence 
of  five  years'  penal  servitude  was  passed. 

Collapsible  Tube  Claim:  Appeal.— On  February  19  a 
Court  of  Appeal,  consisting  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
and  Lords  Justices  Lawrence  and  Romer,  gave  judgment 
in  an  appeal  by  the  Huntoon  Co.  (Inc.), Providence  State, 
U.S.A.,  from  a  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice  Clauson  in  the 
Chancery  Division  dismissing  the  action  which  the 
appellants  brought  against  Kolynos  (Inc.),  denies 
Street,  London,  W.C.,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  defendants  from  breaking  the  terms  of  a  licence 
under  letters  patent  granted  to  them  in  August  1923 
(G.  &  D.,  1929,  II,  678).  The  plaintiffs  claimed  to  be 
the  owners  of  the  patent  rights  in  a  collapsible  tube 
for  containing  tooth-paste.  The  question  of  the  validity 
of  the  patent  was  not  decided,  his  lordship  leaving  it 
to  be  dealt  with  on  a  subsequent  occasion  if  the  parties 
should  so  decide.  The  action  was  accordingly  dismissed 
with  costs.  The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  in  the  course  of 
a  reserved  judgment,  said  he  agreed  with  the  conclusion 
arrived  at  by  Mr.  Justice  Clauson  on  the  construction 
of  clause  1  of  the  licence.  But  on  the  question  of  the 
defendants'  right  to  repudiate  the  agreement  he  differed 
from  the  judge.  He  (the  Master  of  the  Rolls)  was  of 
opinion  that  the  failure  of  the  plaintiffs  to  take  pro- 
ceedings against  the  manufacturers  to  protect  the 
defendants'  monopoly  by  preventing  infringement  of 
the  patented  article  did  not  release  the  defendants  from 
their  obligations  under  the  agreement.  He  thought  that 
the  appeal  failed  on  the  first  point  and  succeeded  on 
the  second.  For  these  reasons  he  thought  that  the  order 
of  Mr.  Justice  Clauson  should  be  discharged  and  the 
action  remitted  to  the  Court  below  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  whether  the  defendants  had  committed  a 
breach  within  clause  9  of  the  agreement.  There  would 
be  no  costs  of  the  appeal,  and  the  costs  in  the  Court 
below  would  be  dealt  with  by  the  judge  on  the  further 
hearing.  If  necessary,  liberty  would  be  given  to  amend 
the  pleadings. 

A  Disputed  Order — In  Bradford  County  Court,  on 
February  14,  Wynter  Brothers,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Bradford,  sought  to  recover  from  J.  Jenkins,  footwear 
specialists,  Llandovery,  South  Wales,  the  sum  of 
£36  14s.  6d.  for  goods  sold.  Mr.  R.  S..  Bishop,  for  the 
applicants,  said  he  understood  that  the  defence  was  that 
the  goods  were  not  ordered  by  the  defendants  or  their 
representatives,  and  that  there  were  allegations  of  fraud 
and  misrepresentation.  Judge  McCleary  ruled  that 
notice  must  be  given  if  allegations  of  fraud  and  mis- 
representation were  to  be  made.  The  defence,  there- 
fore, would  be  that  the  defendants  did  not  order  the 


goods.  Mr.  Bishop  said  that  the  plaintiff's  traveller, 
Mr.  Perry,  called  on  the  defendants  at  their  premises 
on  August  29,  1929,  and  was  informed  by  their  buyer 
that  the  firm  had  sent  an  order  to  Bradford  two  days 
previously.  Mr.  Perry  persuaded  the  buyer  to  order 
twenty-nine  gross  of  the  particular  line  already  ordered, 
and  a  further  eight  gross  of  another  line,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  his  usual  practice  got  the  buyer  Mr.  Jenkins, 
to  sign  the  detailed  order.  Upon  receipt  of  the  invoice 
the  defendants  wrote,  "  Please  cancel  order,"  and  the 
usual  correspondence  followed.  Mr.  J.  Jenkins,  a  member 
of-  the  firm,  stated  in  evidence  that  he  wrote  out  the 
order  to  the  dictation  of  Mr.  Perry,  and  that  he  received 
a  definite  assurance  that  the  amount  would  not  exceed 
£12.  In  giving  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  with  costs, 
the  judge  said  it  was  quite  clear  that  the  order  was 
obtained  and  that  each  item  of  the  order  was  discussed. 
"  The  defence,"  he  said,  "  is  hopelessly  vague,  and  it 
is  practically  an  undefended  action.  We  have  been  told 
of  hundreds  of  discontented  customers  looming  in  the 
distance,  but  fraud  has  not  been  thought  fit  to  be 
pleaded.  The  only  fraud  I  see  in  this  case  so  far 
is  that  the  defendant  is  one  of  a  number  of  Welshmen 
who  have  been  before  me  who  are  endeavouring  to  avoid 
their  lawful  obligations  by  throwing  out  that  the  orders 
had  been  obtained  by  fraud.  I  hope  someone  will  have 
the  courage  of  their  convictions  and  allege  fraud."

Timothy  Whites  (1928),  Ltd. — The  directors  announce 
that  in  connection  with  the  recent  issue  to  shareholders 
only  of  476.000  7^  per  cent,  cumulative  preferred  ordi- 
nary shares  of  £1  each  at  20s.

the  Cannon  Street  Hotel,  for  the  purpose  of  formally 
constituting  a  committee  for  the  protection  of  the 
interests  of  the  ordinary  shareholders. 

John  Knight,  Ltd. — The  report  states  that  the  balance 
to  the  credit  of  profit  and  loss  account  on  the  working  of 
the  year  ended  November  30,  1929,  amounted  to  £180  937 
(against  £175,003),  which,  with  £55,839  brought  forward, 
makes  a  total  of  £236,826.  After  payment  of  the  cumula- 
tive preferred  ordinary  dividend  of  25  per  cent,  the 
directors  again  propose  a  dividend  on  the  ordinary  shares 
of  20  per  cent.,  leaving  a  balance  to  be  carried  forward  of 
£51,825.  The  ordinary  shares  are  held  by  Lever  Bros., 
Ltd. 

Lever  Bros.  &  Norwegian  Companies. — A  message 
from  Oslo  states  that  the  governing  bodies  of  the  Lille- 
borg  Fabrik,  the  big  Norwegian  soap  factory,  and 
Denofa,  the  Norwegian  whale  oil  refineries,  have  adopted 
a  scheme  for  the  more  intimate  co-operation  of  the  two 
companies  with  Lever  Bros,  and  the  Margarine  Union. 
Denofa,  in  which  the  Lilleborg  and  Lever  companies 
have  considerable  interests,  will  hold  50  per  cent,  of 
the  shares  in  the  Lilleborg  company,  the  capital  of 
which  will  be  increased  from  3,000.000  kroner  (£166,000) 
to  6,000.000  kroner  (£332,000).  In  return  the  Lilleborg 
company  will  acquire  one-half  of  the  Norwegian  soap 
interest  of  Lever  Brothers  and  the  oil  refinery  of  the 
Denofa.  company.  - 

Borax  Consolidated,  Ltd. — The  report  to  Septem- 
ber 30.  1929,  states  that  a  very  large  reduction  in  profit 
has  been  sustained  due  to  competition  of  which  share- 
holders are  already  informed.  Large  tonnage  of  borax 
and  boric  acid  has  been  sold  by  competition  in  Europe, 
the  U.S.A.  and  other  countries  apparently  without  any 
restriction  as  to  price,  and  this  has  led  to  disastrously 
low  returns  for  these  products,  especially  during  last 
six  months  of  the  financial  year.  The  directors  have 
'  made  every  possible  effort  to  deal  with  the  situation, 
and  to  this  end  the  chairman  and  managing  director  have 
visited  the  States,  but  have  been  much  hampered  by  the 
laws  there  dealing  with  trading  arrangements  which  pre- 
clude any  price  agreements  or  trading  restrictions.  The 
company  cannot  obtain  full  benefit  from  higher  prices 
now  quoted  until  contracts  made  at  lower  prices  usually 
for  twelve  months  from  date  of  contract  have  run  off. 
Reorganisation  of  mines  and  works,  which  has  entailed  a 
large  capital  outlay  is  almost  completed,  and  this  has 
necessitated  many  drastic  changes  in  operations.  New 
mineral  rasorite  now  being  worked  by  the  company  in 
California  is  most  economical  of  properties  owned  by  it 
for  conversion  into  borax,  and  the  mine  is  believed  to 
contain  largest  deposit  of  borate  mineral  in  world.  New 
refinery  at  Wilmington,  California,  has  been  developed 
to  deal  with  very  large  output  and  to  refine  at  the  lowest 
possible  cost,  and  European  refineries  have  been  adapted 
to  work  the  new  mineral.  The  directors  are  unable  to 
recommend  a  dividend  on  the  deferred  ordinary  shares. 
The  profit  for  the  year  was  £160.624  :  the  carry  forward 
is  reduced  from  £233,517  to  £208,675. 


Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  Leonard  Cornelius  Underwood,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, lately  carrying  on  business  at  244a  High  Street, 
Lewisham,  S.E. — The  first  meeting  of  creditors  under 


this  failure  was  held  on  February  5  at  the  London  Bank- 
ruptcy Court,  when  a  statement  of  affairs  was  sub- 
mitted ^bowing  total  liabilities  of  £1,367,  of  which  £991 
is  expected  to  rank,  against  assets  valued  at  £992. 
The  debtor  does  not  admit  insolvency,  and  states  that 
he  qualified  as  a  chemist  in  1916  and  has  since  traded 
at  various  addresses.  When  he  disposed  of  the 
Lewisham  business  it  was  agreed  that  the  purchase  money 
should  be  paid  as  to  a  certain  sum  in  cash  down  and 
the  balance  by  instalments  extending  over  five  years. 
Those  payments  were  set  against  the  liabilities,  but 
recently  creditors  began  to  press,  and  one  obtained  the 
receiving  order  against.  Mr.  A.  G.  White,  C.A.,  was 
elected  trustee  of  the  estate. 

Re  H.  Charlton  Prockter,  trading  as  Charlton  &  Co., 
21  Longton  Avenue,  Sydenham,  S.E.,  manufacturer  and 
merchant  of  chemists'  sundries.  The  receiving  order 
was  made  on  January  7,  on  a  creditor's  petition  and 
according  to  the  statement  of  affairs  filed  there  are 
liabilities  of  £385  19s.  3d.,  against  assets  estimated  to 
produce  £22  18s.  7d.  These,  however,  are  all  absorbed 
by  preferential  claims,  so  that  there  is  a  deficiency  of 
£385  19s.  3d.  The  debtor  attributes  his  failure  to  bad 
debts  and  profits  from  business  being  insufficient  to  meet 
drawings  for  household  expenses  of  £3  per  week.  It 
would  seem  that  in  August,  1923,  the  debtor,  without 
capital,  commenced  business  on  his  own  account  as  a 
chemists'  sundriesman.  The  profits,  however,  have 
never  been  sufficient  to  cover  his  drawings  for  house- 
hold expenses.  He  states  that  in  1926  he  purchased  the 
premises  he  was  occupying  at  21  Longton  Avenue  for 
£1,100,  the  whole  of  which  was  raised  upon  mortgage 
and  is  still  owing,  with  interest.  The  only  book  of 
account  kept  is  a  cash  received  book.  The  debtor  states 
that  he  became  aware  of  his  position  in  May,  1926.

Branch  Meetings 

Bedfordshire. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bedfordshire 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  Febru- 
ary 12,  Mr.  A.  W.  Morgan  presiding  in  the  absence  of 
the  president.  Mr.  R.  W.  Noble  (secretary)  gave  a 
resume,  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  year,  and  Mr. 
R.  C.  Frank  (treasurer)  presented  the  balance  sheet. 
Both  were  well  received.  The  chairman,  in  a  few  well- 
chosen  remarks  thanked  the  secretary  and  treasurer  for 
the  excellent  work  they  had  done.  Alderman  J.  H.  Webb 
(Luton)  was  unanimously  elected  President  for  the  coming 
year.  Other  officers  were  elected  as  follows  : — Vice- 
Presidents,  Mr.  A.  W.  Morgan  (Bedford)  and  Mr. 
Walter  White  (Luton) ;  Committee,  Messrs.  H.  S.  Brawn, 
A.  Hill,  E.  H.  Burroughs,  C.  D.  Smith,  F.  A.  Jackson 
and  G.  E.  Holden.  Messrs.  R.  W.  Noble  and  R.  C. 
Frank  were  re-elected  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  It  was 
decided  to  hold  the  annual  dinner  at  Luton  on  March  6. 

Edinburgh. — A  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  and  South- 
Eastern  Scottish  Branch  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on 
February  12,  Mr.  David  Harley  (chairman)  presiding. 
Mr.  Jack  said  that  when  asked  by  their  secretary  to  give 
a  title  for  his  remarks,  he  suggested  a  talk  on  Council 
Work.  He  had  been  giving  three  full  days,  and  often 
a  fourth,  every  month  for  the  past  seven  years,  devoting 
each  month  many  hours  to  detailed  committee  work  and 
having  to  undertake  night  travelling,  and  yet,  apparently, 
practically  nothing  of  the  Council  work  was  known  to 
his  fellow  craftsmen.  There  was  a  certain  glamour  in 
Council  work  which  was  attractive,  and  brought  about 
camaraderie  and  good  fellowship  among  colleagues. 
There  had  been  no  such  thing  as  territorial  representa- 
tion in  the  CounciL  election.  On  the  Tuesday  of  Council 
week  from  morning  till  late  at  night  they  were  busily 
occupied  in  committee  work,  finishing  off  with  a  general 
Council  meeting.  On  the  Wednesday  they  had  their 
public  meeting,  which,  in  so  far  as  it  was  public,  occu- 
pied relatively  a  very  short  time,  and  when  the  pressmen 
bad  retired  they  frequently  had  to  tackle  matters  of  vital 
importance  which  could  not  be  wisely  handled  in  public 
if  the  interests  of  the  Society  were  to  be  properly  safe- 
guarded. Mr.  Jack  gave  an  account  in  some  detail  of 
the  work  of  the  committees  in  which  he  had  been  par- 
ticularly interested,  namely,  Education,  Finance,  Journal, 
Law  and  Benevolent  Fund.  The  Society's  school  had 
unquestionably  done  great  service  to  pharmacy  in  the 
past,  but  to-day  it  had  been  suggested  somewhat  defi- 
nitely that  it  was  for  consideration  whether  the  school 
had  not  served  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  originally 
established,  as  the  first  school  for  the  teaching  of  prac- 
tical chemistry,  and  a  model  of  what  a  school  of  phar- 
macy ought  to  be.  With  regard  to  the  Pharmacological 
Laboratories,  these  were  not  run  on  commercial  lines  at 
all.  They  were  established  rather  as  a  recognition  on 
the  part  of  the  Society  that  good  public  service  might  be 
rendered  by  providing  as  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
country  a  public  institution  where  research  work  in 
pharmacological  standardisation  could  be  undertaken  so 
that  this  comparatively  new  development  in  therapeutics 
could  be  put  upon  a  satisfactory  basis.  He  could  assure 
them  that  the  job  given  the  Council  to  do  by  the  mem- 
bers was  thoroughly  well  done. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Currie  said  he  was  impressed  by  the  cost  of 
the  Pharmacological  Laboratories.  Standardisation  test- 
ing should  command  a  fee  that  would  more  nearly  meet 
the  expenditure.  He  was  rather  surprised  to  hear  that 
the  Society's  school  in  London  involved  so  heavy  an 
expenditure  over  the  income.  Mr.  Hall  said  he  could 
not  understand  why  the  Journal  -did  not  command  a  larger 
number  of  advertisers.  He  thought  the  Journal  gave 
them  very  short  reports  of  anything  that  happened,  and 
this  aspect  should  also  be  improved.  Another  matter  he 
would  like  to  mention  was  a  rumour  that  the  Council  of 
the  Society  was  likely  to  produce  a  Pharmacy  Bill.  Dr. 
Coull  said"  he  thought  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  in- 
crease the  revenue  for  work  done  in  connection  with  the 


Pharmacological  Laboratories.  Mr.  Chalmers  said  he 
would  like  to  ask  a  question  as  to  the  modern  development 
of  sending  out  proprietary  articles  which  had  hitherto 
been  liable  to  stamp  duty  under  a  reference  as  a  known 
and  admitted  remedy.  Mr.  Boa  desired  to  express  his 
satisfaction  with  the  account  of  the  Council's  procedure 
which  Mr.  Jack  had  given.  It  was  a  little  surprising  to 
learn  that  the  Society  had  so  many  departments  involv- 
ing a  considerable  expenditure.  They  could  not  make 
quite  a  comparison  between  the  Journal  and  other  trade 
journals.  These  other  journals  catered  for  a  somewhat 
different  clientele.  Mr.  Wilson  said  he  had  the  impres- 
sion that  Mr.  Jack  was  talking  as  the  cautious  official 
member  of  Council.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  the 
matriculation  standard  as  the  preliminary  to  apprentice- 
ship, he  must  confess  he  had  not  yet  made  up  his  mind. 
The  chairman  said  that  when  the  Inter-Departmental 
Committee  report  made  its  appearance,  he  hoped  there 
would  be  a  ready  response  to  the  call  which  would  come 
for  prompt  steps  being  taken,  and  that  a  constructive 
policy  would  be  placed  before  the  members  of  the  Society 
which  would  secure  adequate  protection  to  the  ordinary 
pharmacist  in  the.  legitimate  carrying  on  of  his  trade. 
Mr.'  Jack,  replying,  said  the  Pharmacological  Labora- 
tories at  the  outset  had  to  devote  a  great  deal  of  time  to 
experimental  research  work.  The  work  on  vitamins,  for 
example,  had  turned  out  to  be  of  considerable  practical 
value  from  the  point  of  view  of  public  well-being.  With 
regard  to  the  school,  it  now  formed  a  constituent  part 
of  the  University  of  London,  and  that  involved  the 
placing  of  all  the  teachers  on  a  salary  scale  in  keeping 
with  the  scheme  of  the  London  University.  They  had  to 
remember  that  an  official  Journal  must  maintain  a  certain 
dignity,  and  they  could  not  always  accept  advertisements 
that  were  offered  to  them.  With  regard  to  reports,  it 
was  necessary  to  exercise  editorial  condensation.  In 
regard  to  the  open  letter  about  the  Council  having  in  hand 
a  draft  Pharmacy  Bill,  it  was  certainly  not  accurate  in 
regard  to  the  Council  of  the  Society  being  in  the  act  of 
issuing  a  draft  Bill,  nor  in  regard  to  the  suggestion  that 
the  Inter-Departmental  Committee  was  not  likely  to  make 
a  report.  With  regard  to  the  new  development  in  the 
issuing  of  articles  which  had  hitherto  always  been 
stamped,  the  situation  was  one  requiring  looking  into.  A 
cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Jack.

Borrowman,  Mr.  T.  Groves,  M.P.,  Miss  Dennis  Hayes, 
Mr.  D.  Anderson,  Miss  Hodgkinson,  Mr.  John  T. 
Humphrey,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  M.  Barlow,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
H.  N.  Linstead,  Mr.  W.  Bennett,  M.P.,  Mr.  Gilleghan, 
Mr.  Herbert  Skinner  and  Mr.  Marns.  The  spur  tables 
were  in  charge  of  Messrs.  H.  Jones,  F.  W.  Gwinn, 
W.  J.  Beardsley,  J.  Reed  (secretary),  Aplin  (vice-presi- 
dent), Maxey,  Leith,  Potter  and  Lord.  After  the  loyal 
toast  had  been  honoured  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  '•'  was  proposed  by  Mi*. 
H.  M.  Barlow  (secretary  to  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians),  who  said  he  was  reminded  of 
the  days  when  the  College  looked  on  the  phar- 
macists as  a  refractory  body  of  men,  and  the  visits 
of  the  College  censors,  who  inspeoted  the  shops  in  days 
gone  by  and  destroyed  inferior  stock,  did  not  improve 
relations.  The  celebrated  Dr.  John  Arbuthnot  had  no 
love  for  the  apothecaries,  and  suggested  that  the  majority 
of  them  would  be  fit  subjects  for  dissection.  A  second 
link  in  relations  between  the  bodies  was  the  trouble 
between  apothecaries,  chemists  and  physicians  at  the 
end  of  the  eighteenth  century.  He  referred  to  the  work 
of  Jacob  Bell  and  the  formation  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  peace  and  tranquillity  existing  between 
the  professions  at  the  present  time.  Some  time  ago  the 
College  had  pleasure  in  handing  over  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain  a  collection  of  valuable 
materia  medica,  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  Society 
was  the  only  body  competent  to  have  charge  of  it.  He 
would  take  the  opportunity  of  testifying  to  the  power, 
influence  and  activities  of  the  Society  in  the  preparation 
of  the  Codex,  research  work  conducted  in  the  Society's 
laboratories  and  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  the 
interest  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  raising  the 
status  of  pharmacists,  who  formed  a  desirable  link  be- 
tween doctor  and  patient.  He  had  pleasure  in  proposing 
this  toast  and  with  it  he  coupled  the  name  of  the  presi- 
dent. Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  in  reply  to  the  toast, 
said  that  a  West  Ham  dinner  gave  him  the  opjoortunity 
of  meeting  members  of  the  wholesale  section  of  the 
trade.  Mr.  Beardsley  proposed  "  The  Houses 
of  Parliament,"  coupled  with  the  name  of  Mr. 
W.  Bennett,  M.P.,  who  rose  immediately  and  assured 
them  of  the  assistance  of  his  party  in  the  House.  Mr. 
C.  A.  Clark  (clerk  to  the  West  Ham  Insurance  Com- 
mittee) proposed  "  West  Ham  and  District  Association 
of  Pharmacists,"  and  extended  the  gratitude  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  and  the  people  it  represented  to 
the  members  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession  for  the 
efficiency  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  in  West  Ham. 
Mr.  Thomson,  who  replied  to  the  toast,  referred 
to  the  helpfulness  of  the  West  Ham  Insurance 
Committee.

Cardiff. — A  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation and  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
■was  held  on  February  13,  Mr.  E.  A.  Ward 
(president)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  record 
attendance,  a  feature  being  the  large  number  of  students 
present.  The  president  proposed  a  vote  of  condolence 
with  the  relatives  of  Dr.  F.  Arnall,  the  members  stand- 
ing. The  secretary  reported  the  promise  of  Virol,  Ltd., 
to  provide  a  silver  challenge  cup  for  competition  among 
the  South  Wales  pharmacists  at  an  annual  golf  meet- 
ing. Mr.  John  Keall  (member  of  the  Society's  Council) 
then  delivered  an  address  on  Pharmacy,  Present  and 
Future.  In  dealing  with  the  present  work  of  the 
Council,  the  speaker  discussed  the  revision  of  the  B.P. 
He  appealed  to  all  who  had  any  point  bearing  on 
formulas  to  correspond  with  Mr.  Frank  Browne,  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  who  would  welcome  useful 
notes  or  criticism.  The  finances  of  the  Society  next 
engaged  the  speaker's  attention.  He  upheld  the  annual 
subscription  of  £1  lis.  6d.  as  being  a  really  cheap  and 
thoroughly  good  investment.  Mr.  Keall  briefly  referred 
to  the  great  use  of  the  research  laboratories.  There 
should  be  an  opportunity  for  capable  men  of  our  call- 
ing to  be  absorbed  into  this  class  of  work.  Another 
branch  of  the  Society's'  work  which  occupies  thought 
and  action  is  the  patent  medicine  legislation,  and  Mi'. 
Keall  advocated  that  pharmacists  should  in  no  uncer- 
tain manner  place  their  views  before  medicine  manu- 
facturers when  profits  were  not  commensurate.  Mr. 
Keall  next  dealt  with  the  ex-service  men's  league 
and  Parliamentary  representation.  He  believed 
that  when  the  next  general  election  came  phar- 
macy would  gain  a  better  position.  The  Benevolent  and 
Orphan  Fund  was  a  worthy  piece  of  work,  and  he 
thanked  the  meeting  and  Mr.  J.  D.  Jenkins  as_  organiser 
for  the  scheme  of  subscribing.  The  educational  policy 
of  the  Council  was  a  strong  one.  In  concluding,  Mr. 
Keall  paid  a  high  tribute  to  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones. 
The  following  asked  questions  : — Messrs.  A.  S.  Johnson, 
G.  C.  Jenkins,  W.  Gwynne  Wigley,  D.  Brims,  E.  Poole, 
and  R.  Vernon  Lloyd.  In  each  case  Mr.  Keall  gave 
clear  and  concise  answers.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  speaker  was  accorded  on  the  proposition  of  Mr. 
S.  W.  Hague. 

Manchester. — A  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  held  at  the  Houldsworth  Hall  on  Feb- 
ruary 11,  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons  in  the  chair.  Mr.  J. 
Rutherford  Hill  addressed  the  meeting  on  The  Menace 
of  Departmentalism  and  the  Need  for  Co-ordination  in 
Pharmaceutical  Organisation.  Mr.  Hill  said  that  Sir 
Donald  Maclean,  speaking  in  London  on  January  8,  said 
legislation  should  proceed  from  Parliament  itself,  where 
there  should  be  free  and  open  debate,  and  the  law 
should  be  interpreted  solely  by  the  independent  judicial 
Courts.  Sir  Donald  Maclean's  statement  had  been 
suggested  by  the  recent  appearance  of  a  remarkable 
book  by  Lord  Hewart,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England, 
entitled  "  The  New  Despotism."  After  summarising 
Lord  Hewart's  remarks  with  regard  to  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Act,  1911,  and  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Acts.  Mr.  Hill  remarked  that  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
was  an  example  of  legislation  on  wrong  and  contra- 
dictory lines.  The  1868  Act  was  a  hybrid.  Unfor- 
tunately sound  principles  were  departed  from  in  Sec- 
tion 17,  which  imposed  imperative  general  regulations, 
leaving  the  skilled  and  expert  vendor  no  discretion. 
Instead  of  trusting  to  the  skill,  training  and  experience 


of  the  qualified  person  who  stood  guard  between  the 
poison  and  the  purchaser,  the  Legislature  imposed 
mechanical  restrictions,  as  if  the  duly  qualified  vendor 
could  not  be  trusted  to  take  all  necessary  precautions 
to  secure  public  safety.  It  was  on  the  wrong  principle 
of  Section  17  of  the  1868  Act  that  all  the  legislation  by 
Order  in  Council  had  been  built  up,  including  the 
Labelling  of  Poisons  Order,  1924.  It  was  on  the  same 
wrong  principle  that  Section  2  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  was  based.  Surely  it  was  obviously 
ridiculous  to  say  that  carbolic  acid  was  not  a  poison 
and  did  not  need  to  be  labelled  "  Poison  "  and  might 
be  retailed  by  any  person  in  any  quantity  to  all  and 
sundry  if  only  it  was  labelled  as  being  intended  to 
be  used  for  any  purpose  in  connection  with  agricul- 
ture or  horticulture.  They  might  safely  assume 
that  any  recommendations  in  the  Inter-Departmental 
Committee's  report  and  any  legislation  based  thereon 
would  create  a  situation  demanding  careful  consideration 
and  united  action  by  all  interested  in  British  pharmacy 
and  those  who  practise  it.  The  craft  of  pharmacy  in 
Great  Britain  might  soon  be  face  to  face  with  a 
situation  analogous  to  that  of  ninety  years  ago,  when 
legislative  proposals  constrained  British  pharmacists  to 
organise  themselves  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain.  On  this  occasion  their  danger  might  be 
over-organisation  or  a  lack  of  co-ordination,  which  might 
possibly  prejudice  unity  of  action.  He  therefore  asked 
attention  to  a  retrospective  glance  of  past  experiences, 
and  the  principles  of  action  which  had  been  found 
advantageous  on  former  occasions.  Jacob  Bell 
showed  the  fundamental  necessity  for  a  compre- 
hensive basis  of  union.  The  constitution  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  had  been  made  wide  enough 
to  comprehend  the  "  bread  and  butter  man  "  as  well 
as  the  "  philosopher."  It  was  quite  a  mistake  to 
imagine  that  the  judgment  in  the  Jenkin  v.  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  case  narrowed  in  any  way  the  powers  of 
the  Society  for  "  the  protection  of  persons  carrying  on 
the  business  of  chemists  and  druggists."  The  injunc- 
tion declared  that  the  Society  could  not  do  certain 
things  which  had  been  proposed,  but  never  actually 
done.  It  was  on  grounds  of  expediency  and  not  because 
it  was  ultra  vires  that  certain  functions  of  the  Society 
had  been  allowed  to  be  taken  up  by  another  body.  It 
was  this  condition  of  two  entirely  separate  and  inde- 
pendent bodies,  composed  largely  of  the  same  persons 
and  dealing  separately  with  matters  of  common  interest 
that  made  the  question  of  co-ordination  in  pharma- 
ceutical organisation  so  important.  He  did  not  presume 
to  say  how  the  situation  could  be  best  adjusted,  and 
it  would  fall  to  others  to  find  the  way  out.  But  it 
would  be  readily  agreed  that  British  pharmacy  should 
speak  with  one  voice  and  that  some  scheme  for  unity 
of  command  should  be  devised.  He  had  been  sixty 
years  in  pharmacy  and  for  forty-four  years  in  an 
administrative  position  of  the  Society.  It  was  with  all 
that  experience  and  these  opportunities  that  he  ven- 
ured  to  speak  freely  and  frankly  of  the  menace  of 
departmentalism  and  the  need  for  co-ordination 
in  pharmaceutical  organisation.  All  he  had  said 
was  in  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to  all  existing  organisa- 
tions. He  could  find  no  words  more  appropriate 
to  close  with  than  those  uttered  by  Sir  William  Glyn- 
Jones,  who  said,  "  In  the  preparation  of  the  plan 
of  campaign  the  views  of  all  must  be  given  due  weight, 
but  the  final  responsibility  for  the  devising  of  that 
plan  and  the  guiding  of  the  operations  for  giving  effect 
to  it  must  be  controlled  from  one  course  and  by  one 
organisation."  The  chairman,  opening  a  discussion, 
emphasised  the  need  for  united  action  for  all  organisa- 
tions connected  with  pharmacy  when  their  interests  were 
endangered.  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  thanked  Mr.  Hill  for  his 
spirited  and  scholarly  address.  The  departmental  regu- 
lations of  the  D.D.A.  had  led  to  many  difficulties  and 
great  irritation.  He  questioned  whether  their  decisions 
could  always  be  regarded  as  final,  and  gave  two 
instances  in  which  decisions  were  reversed  after  deter- 
mined opposition.  Mr.  Simmons  said  he  was  somewhat 
perturbed  by  the  new  conditions  under  which  unstamped 
proprietaries  -were  being  marketed.  Mr.  R.  G.  Edwards 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  which 
was  carried  with  enthusiasm. 
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BRITISH  INDUSTRIES  FAIR,  1930 

London,  February  17—28 


THE  removal  of  the  London  section  of  the  British 
Industries  Fair  (the  history  of  which  was  briefly 
related  in  our  issue  of  February  15)  to  Olympia 
marks,  it  may  be  hoped,  the  beginning  of  another  stage 
in  the  life  of  this  useful  feature  of  British  commerce. 
Exhibitors  and  visitors  alike  welcome  the  change  from 
the  chilly  sigmoid  windings  of  the  White  City  to  the 
warmer  and  more  compact  setting  in  which  the  Fair 
now  finds  itself.  The  red,  white  and  blue  streamers 
decorating  the  upper  part  of  each  hall  are  a  happy 
thought ;  and  those  who  are  not  too  old  to  be  interested 
in  circus  turns  will  feel  quite  at  home  as  they  pass  some 
of  the  realistic  animals  shown  as  advertisement  speci- 
mens. The  customary  Government  dinner  was  given  at 
the  Mansion  House  on  the  evening  of  the  opening  day, 
February  17,  with  Mr.  Arthur  Henderson,  the  Foreign 
Secretary,  in  the  chair,  and  the  Duke  of  York  as  the 
principal  speaker.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
represented  by  Mr.  Herbert  Skinner.  His  Royal  High- 
ness pointed  out  the  continued  growth  and  increasing 
prestige  of  the  Fair  as  a  selling  unit,  and  suggested  that 
all  who  are  interested  should  take  the  fullest  advantage 
of  it.  It  is  announced  that  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  and  the  Minister  of  Health  have  written  to 
chambers  -of  commerce  and  to  local  authorities  respec- 
tively, urging  the  claims  of  the  Fair. 

In  recent  years  a  practice  has  arisen  of  giving  promi- 
nence to  exhibits  which  may  be  said  to  be  in  the  Exhibi- 
tion but  not  of  it.  Before  we  allude  to  these  we  may 
remind  our  readers  that  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
occupies  stand  B.72  (telephone,  Riverside  5425),  and 
that  visitors  are  invited  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facili- 
ties provided  for  correspondence.  The  Empire  Market- 
ing Board  occupies  a  place  at  the  Addison  Road  entrance 
to  the  main  hall ;  this  section  covers  some  10,000  square 
feet.  The  chief  food  products  and  raw  materials  of  the 
Empire  are  on  show ;  and  each  Dominion  and  Colony  has 
its  own  self-contained  stand.  The  Great  Britain  section 
is  an  exhibit  of  home  produce,  and  the  following  exhibit 
articles  of  interest : — Canada  (honey,  foods)  ;  New 
Zealand  (honey,  tallow,  kauri  gum,  milk  products) ; 
South  Africa;  India  (cardamoms,  areca  nuts,  ginger, 
spices).  The  Government  of  India  has  a  separate  stand 
in  Section  F.  Of  the  Colonies,  the  British  West  Indies 
show  St.  Vincent  arrowroot,  rubber,  nutmegs,  mace,  lime 
oil  and  lime  products ;  Cyprus,  carobs,  almonds,  aniseed, 
citrus  products ;  Gambia,  ground  nuts,  beeswax ;  Gold 
Coast,  palm  oil,  minerals ;  Malay  States,  tin,  patchouli 
and  citronella  oils,  rubber;  Southern  Rhodesia,  mineral 
products,  asbestos,  linseed.  The  Exhibition  opened  on 
February  17  and  closes  on  February  28.  In  the  follow- 
ing paragraphs  we  summarise  our  impressions  of  the 
principal  stands  of  interest  to  the  drug  trade  :— 

Drugs,  Chemicals  and  Proprietaries 

Albright  &  Wilson,  Ltd.,  feature  their  stone  pre- 
servative (silicon  ester),  and  exhibits  illustrating  the  use 
of  silicon  ester  as  a  paint  medium.  Their  range  of 
chemicals  includes  ammonium  sulphate,  glycerophos- 
phates, phosphates  and  phosphoric  acid. 

The  Association  of  British  Chemical  Manufac- 
turers have  an  inquiry  bureau  :  at  the  same  stand  are 
represented  the  Association  of  British  Insecticide 
Manufacturers  and  the  British  Chemical  Plant 
Manufacturers'  Association. 

Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  display  their  products 
in  a  manner  which  cannot  fail  to  attract.    Many  lines 


are  shown,  including  iodised  throat  tablets,  Cremosan, 
P.K.L.  liniment,  stainless  iodine  ointment,  Hibiscus 
hair  cream,  May  Blossom  talcum  powder,  Ayrton's  balms 
and  Taylor's  Energoplast.  A  display  of  June  prepara- 
tions, of  which  Messrs.  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  are 
the  sole  export  agents,  is  included  in  the  stand. 

A.  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  show  a  full  range  of 
their  fine  and  technical  chemicals.  Samples  of  essential 
oils  are  displayed,  and  some  of  their  products  and 
isolates.  Perfumes  and  perfume  bases  are  shown,  and 
materials  for  covering  other  odours.  A  range  of  flavour- 
ing essences,  food  colours  and  preservatives  for  mineral 
waters  and  confectionery  is  displayed.  Among  the  tech- 
nical chemicals  is  liquid  sulphur  dioxide,  together  with 
specimens  of  sulphates,  phosphates,  saponins  and  sul- 
phonated  oils.  A  section  is  devoted  to  solvents,  plasti- 
cines and  products  required  in  the  preparation  of 
cellulose  lacquers  and  in  paint  manufacture. 

The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  whose  stand  is  in 
charge  of  Mr.  T.  Tusting  Cocking,  F.I.C.,  direct  atten- 
tion to  B.D.H.  vitamin  products  and  to  discoveries  of 
new  properties  connection  with  Radiostoleum.  Other 
products  featured  are  B.D.H.  analytical  reagents,  Radio- 
stol,  Radio-malt,  S.U.P.  36,  acetylcholine,  B.D.H. 
anaesthetics  and  antiseptics,  indicators,  soil-testing  out- 
fits, and  microscopical  stains. 

Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  well- 
assorted  display  of  industrial,  pharmaceutical  and  tech- 
nical chemicals'  backed  by  galenicals  and  pharmaceutical 
products.  These  range  from  research  chemicals  of 
analytical  purity  to  packed  mixtures  ready  for  counter 
sale.  Among  the  items  noted  we  may  mention  chaulgrol 
(esters  of  chaulmoogra  oil),  neutramine  (containing 
vitamins  A  and  D),  Normo  Gastrine  (a  gastric  and  duo- 
denal antacid),  sesiodol  (an  organic  iodine  compound), 
tetracol  (purified  carbon  tetrachloride)  and  Zotal  Anti- 
septic (a  combination  of  phenols  without  carbolic  acid  or 
cresols). 

James  Burrough,  Ltd.,  display  a  comprehensive  range 
of  cordials,  liqueurs  and  British  wines,  together  with 
pharmaceutical  products  in  the  shape  of  absolute  alcohol 
and  spirits  of  wine. 

Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  have  a  noteworthy 
exhibit  consisting  largely,  though  not  entirely,  of 
crystals  of  various  forms  and  in  many  colours,  the 
arrangement  of  which  forms  an  object-lesson  in  the  art 
of  display  worth  the  contents  of  several  text-books.  Of 
topical  interest  are  lasvo-rotatory  ephedrine  and  other 
alkaloids  of  ephedra;  of  these  latter,  Z-methyl-ephedrine 
and  nor-d-i|<-ephedrine  were  first  isolated  in  the  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  Experimental  Laboratories.  Another 
attraction  is  a  microscope  slide  showing  crystals  of 
irsulin,  a  novelty  so  far  as  exhibitions  are  concerned. 
Among  other  things  that  strike  the  eye  are  a  **  cathe- 
dral "  of  bismuth  (in  a  somewhat  unusual  style  of  archi- 
tecture) ;  and  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome's  "'  better  than 
B.P."  chemicals  are  also  to  be  found,  together  with 
Kepler  malt  products. 

W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  show  flavouring  essences, 
food  colouis  and  perfume  materials.  Fine  chemicals 
exhibited  are  vanillin,  coumarin,  heliotropin,  phenyl 
ethyl  alcohol,  and  isolates — e.g.,  geraniol,  anethol.  Cream 
of  tartar  is  featured. 

F.  C.  Calvert  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  making  a  fea- 
ture of  some  of  the  applications  of  their  carbolic 
acid  and  Vaporizing  Fluid.  A  booklet  distributed 
at  the  stand  gives  particulars  (with  table)  of 
experiments  in  the  germicidal  effect  of  the  Fluid 
carried  out  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Johnson,  which  are  highly 
satisfactory.  The  apparatus  supplied  by  Messrs.  Calvert 
for  vaporising  is  simple  and  effective.  Their  soap9,  denti- 
frices (including  the  new  "  self -opening  "  tins)  and  other 
pioprietaries  are  also  on  view. 
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Cow  &  Gate,  Ltd.,  make  a  feature  of  Lacquin  Tropical 
Food.  As  the  name  implies,  the  preparation  consists  of 
dried  milk  with  a  .percentage  of  quinine,  and  is  coffee- 
flavoured. 

The  General  Chemical  &  Pharmaceutical  Co.,  Ltd., 
show  Judex  analytical  reagents,  Vulcan  plating  chemicals, 
and  Oasis  accumulator  acid. 

Graesser-Monsanto  Chemical  Works,  Ltd.,  feature  in 
their  stand  methyl  salicylate,  saccharin  and  vanillin,  tech- 
nical and  B.P.  salicylic  acids,  aspirin  and  aspirgran  for 
tablet  making,  phenol,  cresols  and  chlor-naphthalenes._ 

Heppells,  Ltd.;  have  a  stand  which  might  be  described 
as  representative  of  pharmacy,  since  the  articles  displayed 
range  from  pick-me-up  to  perfumery,  timber  liquid 
(against  death-watch  beetle)  to  lysol,  toilet  and  theatrical 
requisites.  There  is  also  a  range  of  thinning  preparations 
and  a  number  of  well-known  proprietaries,  such  as  Lamp- 
lough's  Saline  and  Urillac — a  comprehensive  exhibit. 


The  Stand  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. 


Hopkin  &  Williams,  Ltd.,  show  fine  chemicals  and 
reagents  for  analytical  and  technical  application.  Organic 
reagents  for  analysis  include  dimetlryl-glyoxime, 
jS-hydroxy-cminoline,  nilroso-^-naphthol.  Quinhydrone 
and*  calomel  for  electrodes  are  shown,  and  radio-active 
uranium-bearing  minerals.  Solutions  for  use  in  geological 
research  are  shown.  Hopkin  &  Williams  (Travancore), 
Ltd.,  show  at  the  same  stand  a  collection  of  rare  earth 
minerals,  the  most  important  being  monazite  sand  from 
Travancore.  Thorium,  Ltd.,  at  the  same  stand  show 
technical  cerium  compounds  and  other  rare  earth  com- 
pounds. 

Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  have  a  well-placed  corner  stand 
laid  out  on  thoughtfully  planned  lines  so  as  to  cover  a 
wide  range  of  professional  and  industrial  requirements. 


Thus,  one  section  is  largely  devoted  to  phellandrene  and 
various  products  that  can  be  made  from  it;  in  another 
part  of  the  stand  aspirin  dominates  the  immediate  sur- 
roundings with  a  giant  bottle  of  5-gr.  .tablets :  elsewhere 
quinine  salts  figure  prominently.  Avantine  and  other  com- 
mercial solvents  are  also  in  evidence,  and  the  claims  of 
synthetic  menthol  and  synthetic  thymol  are  not  forgotten. 

The  stand  of  the  Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd., 
consists  of  a  cinema  hall  surrounded  on  the  exterior  by 
alcoves  in  which  are  exhibited  products  of  the  associated 
undertakings,  while  a  painting  in  each  alcove  symbolises 
the  particular  activity  of  the  company  .represented.  Explo- 
sives, dyestuffs,  fertilisers,  paints,  lacquers,  leather  cloth 
are  included.  The  world-wide  expansion  of  the  combine 
can  be  visualised  by  the  revolving  glass  globe  showing  the 
connections  of  the  I.C.I.  At  one  end  of  the  stand  are 
numerous  packages  of  chemicals  and  products  as  they 
leave  the  factories  and  works.  The  general  design  is  that 
of  the  architect  of  the  Empire  Hall. 

Ernest  Jackson  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  special  display  of 
Devon  violet  cachous.  Pastilles,  lozenges  and  tablets  are 
represented,  the  whole  exhibit  being  arranged  to  catch  (the 
eye.  Glossettes  are  well  to  the  fore,  and  good  business 
should  result. 

Johnson  &  Sons  (Manufacturing  Chemists),  Ltd., 
have  a  display  of  fine  chemicals,  including  salts,  such  as 
gold  chloride,  silver  nitrate,  silver  vitellin.  and  a  com- 
plete range  of  the  Scales  brand  photographic  developing 
agents,  including  amidol,  metol,  glycin  and  Azol,  all  of 
whicli  are  made  at  their  Hendon  works.  Photographic 
chemicals  are  also  shown  in  the  form  of  prepared 
developers  in  solution  and  powder.  This  year  the  com- 
pany are  including  a  fine  exhibit  of.  the  Scales  brand 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  including  tinctures,  liquid 
extracts,  infusions  and  counter  specialities  for  chemists- 
Special  attention  is  drawn  to  Johnson's  lysol. 

William  A.  Jones,  Ltd.,  have  a  .  stand  of  unusual 
interest  to  exporters.  The  display  comprises  many  of  the 
well-known  lines  of  Thomas  Kerfoot  &  Co..  Ltd.,  such 
as  Sterisalt  Vapex,  tablets,  lozenges  and  pastilles,  and  in 
the  production  of  these  the'  needs  of  the  foreign  buyer 
have  been  carefully  studied.  The  pastilles  are  packed  in 
airtight  tins,  cachous  in  special  bottles,  while  many  of  the 
articles  are  enclosed  in  cardboard  outers  which  can  be  used 
as  striking  showcards.  The  wording  on  these  is  printed 
in  most  European  languages,  and  it  is  evident  that  great 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  ways  of  reducing  freight 
and  import  duties. 

May  &  Baker,  Ltd..  exhibit  a  wide  range  of  chemicals 
for  pharmaceutical  and  industrial  purposes,  including 
the  salts  of  bismuth  and  mercury,  bromides,  iodides, 
ether  and  chloroform.  Attention  is  also  directed  to 
the  company's  specialities,  such  as  novarsenobilon. 
stovarsol,  quinine-troposan  and  tryparsamide.  The 
development  of  the  export  business  has  resulted  in  the 
establishment  of  separate  organisations  in  India  and 
Canada— May  &  Baker  (India),  Ltd.,  and  May  &  Baker 
(Canada).  Ltd..  having  been  incorporated  during  the 
last  twelve  months,  with  offices  in  Calcutta  and  Montreal 
respectively.  Stocks  of  company's  products  are  held  in 
both  cities. 

The  Mond  Staffordshire  Refining  Co..  Ltd.,  show 
Monsol  antiseptic  liquid,  ointment,  pastilles,  soap,  first- 
aid  cases  and  Monsol  veterinary  products. 

Thomas  Morson  &  Son,  Ltd.,  have  an  exhibit  each 
item  of  which  is  of  first-class  interest.  Prominent  in  a 
front  showcase  are  samples  of  lithium  salts  made  from 
Canadian  lithium  ore  (a  striking  specimen  of  which  is 
also  on  view) ;  these  include,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
salts,  lithium  guaiacate,  a  scale  preparation.  The  initials 
M.S.K.,  standing  for  Morson's  soluble  Kreosote.  are 
explained  to  the  visitor,  together  with  some  of  the 
uses  of  this  practically  tasteless  derivate  of  Morson's 
beechwood  creosote — a  product  of  manifest  utility  from 
the  pharmaceutical  and  the  therapeutic  points  of  view 
alike.  Another  leading  item  on  view  is  Osmo  Kaolin. 
A  statuette  of  O.rfila  and  some  pharmacy  pots  of  delight 
ful  design  serve  to  remind  us  that  the  House  of  Morson 
is  one  of  our  oldest  manufacturing  concerns ;  and  this 
impression  is  confirmed  by  some  of  the  early  nineteenth 
century  invoices  and  price  lists  with  their  high  prices 
for  alkaloids.

T.  F.  Bristow  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  addition  to  showing 
many  of  their  well-known  lines,  have  also  on  view  two 
new  series  of  toilet  products,  namely,  Wallflower  and 
Lavender.

The 
stand  is  tastefully  set  out  with  a  representative  selection 
of  the  firm's  products.  Mists  of  the  Moon  series 
occupies  one  section,  while  another  is  given  to  prepara- 
tions for  men.  Among  the  many  other  lines  shown  are 
English  lavender,  toilet  powder,  baby  powder,  soap 
eggs  and  soaps  of  all  kinds. 

The  Dubarry  Perfumery,  Ltd.,  have,  as  would  be 
expected,  a  stand  which  is  replete  with  fine  perfumes 
and  toilet  luxuries.  Among  the  newer  lines  to  which  our 
attention  was  called  were  a  powder-cream  in  tubes  and 
pots,  and  the  Shalimar  series  of  toilet  preparations.  The 
high  quality  of  the  company's  products  is  well  known, 


but  it  is  noteworthy  that  assthetic  values  have  not  been 
overlooked  in  the  manner  of  their  presentation.  There 
is,  for  instance,  a  most  attractive  range  of  powderettes, 
the  lids  of  which  include  cameos  and  silk  under  glass, 
several  handsome  presentation  coffrets,  and  bath  salts 
in  containers  as  delightful  as  are  the  colours  of  the 
crystals. 

Faudels,  Ltd.,  have  a  display  of  perfumery  and  toilet 
requisites,  including  compressed  bath  cubes  and  perfume. 
They  are  manufacturers  of  the  Gainsboro  series  of  per- 
fumes and  the  Rose  Parfaite  toilet  preparations,  all  of 
which  are  in  evidence  on  the  stand. 

The  Fenton  Manufacturing  Co.  have  an  exhibit 
ranging  from  elaborate  puffs  to  toilet  accessories  of  a 
more  popular  type.  A  novel  article  is  the  Purefect  face 
cloth,  an  inexpensive  form  of  washing  glove,  which  takes 
the  user's  hand  in  a  kind  of  pocket,  thus  giving  a 
perfect  grip  while  in  use.    It  should  have  a  future. 

J.  Grossmith  &  Son,  Ltd.,  have  arranged  a  display 
which  at  once  catches  the  eye  of  the  visitor,  and,  while 
in  no  way  detracting  from  the  skilful  "  lay-out,"  it  must 
be  said  that  the  individual  items  are  well  suited  for  the 
purpose,  both  as  regards  design  and  colourings — e.g.,  the

Administration  of  ergot. — Recent  research  has  estab- 
lished that  the  ergotoxine  present  in  liquid  extracts  of 
ergot  gradually  disappears,  and  that  powdered,  defatted 
ergot,  enclosed  in  capsules,  may  be  used  medicinally  to 
maintain  a  concentration  of  ergotoxine  in  the  circulation, 
an  initial  dose  of  the  alkaloid  having  been  injected  under 
the  skin.  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Cowper  Street, 
Finsbury,  London,  E.C.2,  have  lately  introduced  their 
physiologically  standardised  powdered  ergot  in  capsule 
form  under  the  name  of  Erbolin,  and  highly  satisfactory 
results  have  been  obtained  by  the  use  of  the  drug  in  this 
form.  The  capsules  are  available  in  bottles  of  100,  500 
and  1,000.

Decimal  System  Enthusiasts 

will  not  feel  cheered  by  the 
reply  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  Mr 
Freeman  (0.  &  D.,  February  15,  p.  182),  to  the  effect 
that  no  proposals  are  in  contemplation  to  establish  a 
decimal  system  of  weights  and  measures  in  this  country. 
As-  he  pointed  out,  such  a  system  is  already  legal  for 
most  purposes,  and  he  might  have  added  that  there 
appears  to  be  little  if  any  use  for  it  except  in  con- 
nection with  export  business.  For  scientific  measure- 
ments, it  must  be  admitted  that  the  metric  system 
possesses  very  great  advantages ;  but  that  does  not  seem 
to  afford  sufficient  justification  for  compelling  all  of 
us  to  use  metric  weights  and  measures  on  every  occasion. 
In  medicine  and  pharmacy  much  encouragement  was 
given  for  the  general  use  of  the  metric  system  by  the 
prominence  accorded  to  it  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
This  only  led,  however,  to  an  insistent  demand  that  all 
the  official  formulas  should  be  converted  into  the  more 
familiar  weights  and  measures,  and  I  should  think  one 
would  not  be  far  wrong  in  asserting  that  not  the 
slightest  progress  has  been  made  in  the  direction  of 
practical  decimalisation  among  doctors  and  pharmacists 
since  the  present  British  Pharmacopoeia  came  into  force. 
Sooner  or  later  it  may  be  realised  that  the  metric  system 
requires  anglicising  in  order  to  make  it  acceptable  for 
general  use  in  this,  country.  That  is  to  say,  its  weights 
and  measures  in  many  instances  need  shorter  names,  the 
gap  due  to  the  lack  of  small  measures  of  capacity  must 
be  filled  up,  and  the  halving  and  quartering  of  the  more 
important  weights  and  measures  may  have  to  be  regarded 
with  _  at  least  qualified  approval.  And,  above  all,  per- 
haps," there  is  to  be  overcome  a  growing  dread  of  the 
risks  attendant  upon  misplacement  of  the  decimal  point. 

Mr.  Humphrey's  Statement 

is  encouraging  so  far  as  it  goes 
(p.  185),  but  he  does  not  appear  any  too  sanguine  of 
success  attending  efforts  to  secure  that  matters  of  direct 
trade  interest  shall  receive  a  proper  share  of  attention 
from  the  Council.  He  rightly  stresses  the  importance 
of  not  assuming  that  the  judgment  in  the  Jenkin  test 
case  entirely  precludes  the  Society  from  taking  action 
in  protection  of  those  who  carry  on  the  business  of 
chemists  and  druggists.  It  is  the  scope  of  that  judg- 
ment which  is  strictly  limited,  and  not  the  extent 
to  which  the  Council  can  proceed  in  fulfilment  of  the 
Society's  obligations  under  its  Charter.  Last  week  (p. 
164)  you  gave  the  names  of  the  seven  members  of  the 
Council  who  retire  in  May  next.  Doubtless  most,  if  not 
all,  of  these  may  be  expected  to  present  themselves 
for  re-election.  I  suggest  that  it  would  be  profitable 
for  all  of  us  to  know  where  they  stand  in  this  matter 
of  safeguarding  the  interests  of  chemists  and  druggists, 
other  than  by  accumulating  money,  making  it  more 
difficult  to  pass  the  examinations,  embarking  on  schemes 
involving  heavy  expenditure,  and  doing  everything  pos- 
sible to  advance  our  professional  status  irrespective  of 
the  lack  of  means  to  support  that  status  when  estab- 
lished. The  same  information  should  be  obtained  from 
other  candidates  who  may  offer  themselves  as  our  repre- 
sentatives, and  it  ought  to  be  conveyed  to  us  in  very 
clear  and  precise  terms.  Generalities  cut  no  ice  in 
these  critical  times,  whether  emanating  from  candidates 
who  have  previously  served  on  the  Council,  or  from 
new-comers. 

Calcium  Carbonate 

ordered  in  a  medical  prescription  should, 
one  would  imagine,  be  understood  to  be  the  substance 
bearing  that  name  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  unless 
there  is  some  sound  reason  for  assuming  otherwise.  If 
Professor  MacLean  meant  prepared  chalk  to  be  used 
in  compounding  the  powder  now  widely  known  under 
his  name,  he  might  have  specified  that  substance  in 
his  original  prescription.  With  his  usual  thoroughness 
Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  (C.  &  D.,  February  15,  p.  195)  quotes 
a  host  of  authorities  on  the  subject  of  what  should 


be  supplied  when  calcium  carbonate  is  ordered  by  a 
prescriber;  but  many  of  those  authorities  are  hopelessly 
out  of  date,  some  contradict  others,  and  I  feel  less 
confident  than  Mr.  Hill  in  assuming  that  the  consensus 
of  opinion  favours  what  he  describes  as  the  traditional 
practice  in  Scotland.  Modern  practice  generally  is  in 
favour  of  dispensing  what  the  prescriber  orders,  and 
I  am  not  of  those  who  think  that  prepared  chalk  is 
intended  by  modern  practitioners  who  wish  their  patients 
to  take  calcium  carbonate. 

The  Question 

as  to  who  was  the  inventor  of  soda  water  is 
usually  answered  by  the  statement  that  it  was  Joseph 
Priestley.  Because  soda  water  is  so  generally  recognised 
in  this  country  as  the  distinctively  national  mineral  water 
the  implication  in  the  question  is — who  first  made  artifi- 
cial mineral  waters?  It  can  be  quite  definitely  stated 
that  is  was  not  Priestley.  Your  note  in  the  Commercial 
Compendium  (C.  &  D.,  February  15,  p.  205)  on  what  may 
be  regarded  as  the  French  national  artificial  mineral 
water — seltzer  water  (eau  de  seltz) — directs  one's  atten- 
tion to  what  is,  I  think,  an  interesting  matter  of  chemi- 
cal history.  One  of  the  earliest  attempts  to  make  an 
imitation  mineral  water  was  carried  out  in  connection 
with  seltzer  water  before  Priestley  made  his  aerated 
water  (1767).  The  experimenter  was  a  professor  of 
chemistry  in  the  University  of  Montpellier,  by  name 
M.  Venel,  who  in  1750  read  a  paper,  in  two  parts,  before 
l'Academie  des  Sciences,  entitled  "  Memoire  sur- 
l'analyse  des  Eaux  de  Seltem  ou  de  Seltz."  At  that 
time  chemistry  was  occupying  itself  with  the  discovery 
of  the  composition  of  materials.  Analysis  was  the 
dominant  note,  and,  from  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth 
century  until  towards  the  end  of  the  eighteenth,  it  was 
sounded  continuously  in  association  with  mineral  waters. 
In  the  attempt  to  discover  the  mineral  elements  of 
natural  waters,  modern  chemical -analysis  had  its  birth; 
and  in  the  search  for  their  elusive  .spirit,  .sO-'called  pneu- 
matic chemistry  became  the  nebula  from  which  the 
science  of  chemistry  was  condensed. 

The  Answer 

to  Venel's  inquiries  could  only  be  arrived  at  by 
the  use  of  the  primitive  reagents  at -his  disposal,  arid 
these  had  not  been  improved  upon  since  Boyle  and 
du  Clos  had  advocated  the  use  of  vitriolic  acid,  marine 
acid,  martial  vitriol  (ferrous  •  sulphate),-  tincture  -  of. 
litmus  and  infusion  of  galls.  But  a  considerable  amount 
of  investigation  had  taken  place  in  respect  of  ascertain-^ 
ing  what  was  the  nature  of  the  "  spirit,"  the  gaseous 
principle,  of  these  waters.  The  experiments  of  Dr.' 
Chrouet,  carried  out  at  Spa  in  1713,  led  this  worker  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  gas  was  an  "  airy  acid."  The 
indication  thus  furnished  and  his  own  examination  of 
the  solid  contents  led  Venel  to  attempt  an  imitation  of 
the  seltzer  water,  which  entitles  him  to  be  regarded  as 
the  first  to  make  a  carbonated  (he  would  have  called  it 
aerated  because  he  called  the  gas  "  air  sur-abondant  " 
and  his  seltzer  water  "  aeree  ")  artificial  mineral  water. 
He  estimated  the  salinity  of  the  natural  water,  and  then 
took  the  proper  proportion  of  sal  soda  (sodium  carbo- 
nate) and  a  sufficiency  of  the  marine  acid  (hydrochloric 
acid)  to  render  it  neutral,  and  mixed  them  in  a  closed 
vessel.  This  artificial  water,  he  had  the  satisfaction  of 
finding,  responded  to  all  his  tests  for  the  native  article, 
and  from  it  he  recovered,  what  was  most  important  of 
all,  the  same  "  superabundant  air  "  as  was  obtained 
from  the  spa  waters,  and  was  delighted  to  find  that  when 
this  acidulous  gas  was  dissipated  the  residual  water  was 
just  as  vapid  as  the  natural  water  under  the  same 
conditions.  Venel  was  thus  the  first  to  produce  an 
artificially  carbonated  water,  and  in  this  he  anticipated 
Priestley  by  at  least  seventeen  years.  His  successors  had 
to  contrive  apparatus  by  which  the  chemical  residuals 
could  be  eliminated  from  the  finished  product.  The 
seltzogene  was  one  of  these  contrivances.

Editorial  Articles 

Licensing  Courts  and  Medicated  Wines 

A  reference  to  the  reports  of  proceedings  in  the 
licensing  courts  which  are  appearing  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  shows  that  the  periodical  baiting  of 
chemists  who  are  holders  of  wine  licences  still  con- 
tinues to  run  its  course.  As  there  is  at  the  present 
moment  a  Commission  sitting  to  inquire  into  and 
report  upon  licensing  systems  and  their  administra- 
tion with  a  view  to  recommending  such  changes  in 
our  licensing  system  as  may  be  found  desirable,  it 
might  be  expected  that  the  occupants  of  licensing 
benches  would  be  more  than  usually  careful  to  adopt 
lines  of  procedure  to  which  no  exception  could  be 
taken.  Unfortunately  this  cannot  be  said  to  be  the 
case  with  all  our  licensing  courts.  The  incident 
reported  from  the  Port  Talbot  Court  may  be  taken 
as  an  illustration  of  this.  There  the  applications  of 
two  chemists  for  the  renewal  of  their  wine  licences 
were  adjourned  for,  as  appears  from  the  report,  a 
reason  almost  worthy  of  the  fatuous  beadle  in  Shake- 
speare. It  is  said  that  the  offending  licensees  had 
been  asked  by  the  police  superintendent,  ' '  at  the 
request  of  certain  magistrates,"  to  reduce  their 
window  displays  of  Christmas  wines  and  had  not 
complied  with  the  request.  In  view  of  the  state  of 
the  law  as  to  the  grant  or  refusal  of  renewals  of 
wine  off-licences,  it  is  impossible  to  resist  a  doubt  as 
to  whether  the  facts  which  influenced  the  magistrates 
are  fully  reported.  Wine  off-licences  are,  as  regards 
possibility  of  renewal,  divisible  into  two>  classes :  (a) 
those  which  have  been  held  continuous  by  the  appli- 
cant, and  (b)  those  which  have  not  been  so  held.  The 
renewal  of  one  of  the  first  of  these  classes,  known 
as  an  "old  off-licence,"  can  be  refused  only  on  one 
or  more  of  the  following  grounds: — That  (1)  the 
applicant  has  failed  to  produce  satisfactory  evidence 
of  good  character;  or  (2)  the  shop  for  which  the 
licence  is  sought  or  any  adjacent  house  owned  or 
occupied  by  him  is  of  a  disorderly  character  or  fre- 
quented by  persons  of  bad  character:  or  (3)  the 
applicant,  having  previously  held  a  licence  for  the 
sale  of  an  intoxicating  liquor,  has  had  it  forfeited 
for  his  misconduct,  or  he  has  himself  at  some  time 
been  adjudged  .disqualified  from  receiving  a  licence; 
or  (4)  the  applicant  or  the  premises  for  which  he 
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applies  is  not  qualified  as  by  law  is  required;  or  (5) 
the  applicant  lias  sold  surreptitiously  under  his 
licence  or  lias  done  something  to  conceal  or  mis- 
represent the  goods  sold  by  him;  or  (6)  the  applicant 
has  in  any  other  way  been  guilty  of  misconduct  in 
the  management  of  his  licensed  business.  It  does 
not  need  to  be  pointed  out  that  the  alleged 
delinquency  laid  to  the  charge  of  the  two  Port  Talbot 
chemists  could  by  no  process  of  reasoning  be  brought 
under  any  of  these  heads.  The  position  of  a  wine 
off-licence  of  the  second,  which  we  might  call  the  non- 
privileged  class,  is  different  as  regards  the  right  of 
the  holder  to  insist  on  a  renewal.  As  the  bulk  of 
the  wine  retailer's  licences  held  by  chemists  and 
druggists  fall  into  this  class,  the  position  as  to 
renewal  may  usefully  be  looked  at  in  some  detail. 
Where  the  licence  is  not  one  of  the  privileged  class, 
the  Acts  give  an  unfettered  discretion  to  the  justices 
sitting  in  a  licensing  court  as  to  whether  or  not  they 
will  renew  it.  But  this  power  has  to  be  understood 
subject  to  a  well-established  rule  of  legal  interpreta- 
tion which  has  been  clearly  laid  down  from  time  to 
time  by  our  High  Court.  As  recently  as  1891,  in  a 
licensing  case  which  went  on  appeal  to  the  House  of 
Lords  on  the  question  of  the  power  of  magistrates  to 
refuse  renewal  of  a  licence  at  their  discretion,  the 
then  Lord  Chancellor,  in  delivering  judgment,  used 
these  words :  "  Discretion  means,  when  it  is  said  that 
something  is  to  be  done  within  the  discretion  of  the 
authorities,  that  something  is  to  be  done  within  the 
rules  of  reason  and  justice,  and  not  according  to 
private  opinion ;  according  to  law,  and  not  to  humour. 
It  is  to  be  not  arbitrary,  vague  and  fanciful,  but 
legal  and  regular."  A  candid  appreciation  and  an 
intelligent  application  of  this  principle  by  licensing 
benches  is  much  to  be  desired.  We  have  no  doubt 
that  if  such  a  change  of  attitude  towards  the  obliga- 
tions of  their  positions  could  be  brought  about,  the 
reform  would  be  welcomed  by  the  great  majority  of 
licensing  magistrates.  As  to  how  the  matter  strikes 
the  uninterested  outsider  it  is  not  without  signific- 
ance that  in  one  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  issues 
of  licensing  are  entirely  withdrawn  from  the  juris- 
diction of  local  justices.  By  a  Licensing  Act  passed 
for  Northern  Ireland,  in  1923,  all  questions  touching 
licences  and  offences  against  licensing  law  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  a  court  con- 
sisting of  two  stipendiary  magistrates;  and  the 
system  has  evidently  been  found  to  work  well,  for 
by  a  subsequent  Act,  passed  in  1927,  the  requirement 
of  two  stipendiaries  was  removed  and  jurisdiction  in 
licensing  questions  confided  to  a  court  in  which  only 
one  sits.  At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  recognised 
that  all  that  is  defective  in  licensing  administration 
cannot  fairly  be  put  down  to  the  shortcomings  of 
licensing  justices.  The  reluctance  of  Parliament  to 
attempt  to  reduce  into  order  the  chaos  of  the  law  is 
responsible  for  much.  To  take  an  illustration  which 
is  painfully  familiar :  if  a  chemist  and  druggist 
wants  a  licence  to  sell  medicated  wines  he  cannot 
obtain  it,  for  the  sufficient  reason  that  the  law  makes 
no  provision  for  such  a  licence.  He  has  to  content 
himself  with  an  ordinary  wine  off-licence,  which 
licensing  benches  now  so  frequently  grant  him  sub- 
ject to  the  condition  that  instead  of  selling  as  he  is 
entitled  to,  and  as  any  other  holder  of  the  licence 
would  be  expected  to,  all  kinds  of  wine  under  it,  he 
will  restrict  himself  to  sales  of  medicated  wines.  It 
is  true  that  if  he  breaks  the  condition  he  will  com- 


mit no  offence  in  law;  but,  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
things,  he  may  expect  to  have  the  renewal  of  his 
licence  refused  at  the  next  Brewster  Sessions.  The 
injustice  and  absurdity  of  the  whole  thing  are 
aggravated  by  the  fact  that  the  law  does  not  define 
a  "  medicated  wine."  Indeed,  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  the  two  Departments  concerned  with 
wine  licences — the  Police  and  the  Customs  and 
Excise — are  not  agreed  as  to  what  such  a  liquor  is. 
We  would  suggest  the  whole  situation  as  one  to  which 
the  Licensing  Commission  now  sitting  might  direct 
its  attention  with  a  view  to  clearing  it  up. 


The  Slump  in  Shellac 

Considerable  interest  has  been  centred  on  shellac  in 
Mincing  Lane  during  the  past  fortnight  in  view  of  the 
wide  downward  fluctuations  which  have  taken  place  in 
an  extremely  sensitive  market.  There  does  not  seem  to 
be  anything  specifically  wrong,  however,  with  the  posi- 
tion of  this  highly  speculative  article,  which  has  shared 
in  the  general  malaise  of  other  commodities,  partly  as 
a  result  of  the  after-effects  of  American  financial  and 
trade  disturbances  in  the  closing  months  of  the  past 
year.  At  the  considerably  lower  level  of  values  recorded 
last  week  owing  to  liquidation  by  nervous  holders  and 
aggressive  bear  manipulation  in  the  forward  terminal 
market,  the  relative  cheapness  of  shellac  was  the  subject 
of  comment  with  business  recorded  in  usual  stan- 
dard TN  Orange  down  to  as  low  as  112s.  per 
cwt.  c.i.f.  for  forward  shipment.  Obviously  the  legiti- 
mate demand,  which  was  very  good  last  month, 
as  reflected  in  excellent  deliveries,  has  since  been  more 
or  less  interfered  with  pending  a  return  to  more  normal 
conditions.  .The  present  position  is  particularly  striking, 
as  prices  have  declined  to  the  lowest  level  seen  since 
the  year  1926,  when  the  spot  price  of  T.N.  Orange  dipped 
to  as  low  as  112s.  6d.  The  fact  may  be  recalled  that 
this  figure  was  the  extreme  lowest  point  on  record  for 
about  fourteen  years,  or  since  1916,  when  the  London 
stocks  were  still  at  well  above  50,000  cases,  or  more 
than  double  their  present  size.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
following  year  the  spot  price  had  already  advanced  to 
about  145s.,  and  twelve  months  later  the  stocks  were 
almost  cut  in  half  to  about  26,000  cases.  The  famine 
conditions  which  ensued  over  the  war  period,  obviously 
resulted  in  a  phenomenal  rise  in  value.  However,  a 
comparison  of  the  present  position  with  the  end  of  1917 
with  similar  stocks  as  now  available  is  rather  interesting. 
The  world's  consumption  is  now,  of  course,  much 
greater  than  in  pre-war  years,  but  ample  stocks  are 
at  present  available  on  this  side,  which  would  repre- 
sent roughly  three  months'  requirements.  Consider- 
ing that  at  the  end  of  1913  the  price  which  stood  at  89s. 
(with  stocks  at  about  94,000  cases),  was  regarded  as 
quite  reasonable,  the  current  figure  at  around  130s. 
(with  stocks  of  25..000  cases)  does  certainly  not  appear 
to  be  unduly  inflated.  There  was  a  considerable  recovery 
from  the  worst  of  the  depression  at  one  period  last 
week,  but  the  market  is  still  in  a  nervous  condition 
pending  further  developments  at  Calcutta,  where  there 
was  ample  evidence  of  depressing  operations  with  prices 
falling  to  about  53  rupees.  Given  some  sustained  sup- 
port at  any  time,  there  is  little  doubt  that  a  decided 
reaction  will  ensue,  while  consumers  seem  disposed  to 
take  advantage  of  the  present  opportunity  to  lay  in 
stocks  against  their  near  requirements.  The  American 
market  having  been  taken  rather  by  surprise  by  the 
recent  slump,  trade  buying  there  was  temporarily 
arrested,  but  advices  state  that  in  a  steadier  market 
new  buying  will  be  stimulated  at  the  present  more 
attractive  prices,  while  prospects  as  regards  domestic 
consumption  are  considered  quite  good.      The  monthly

It  is  certainly  difficult  to  reconcile  the  recent  slump 
with  the  returns  given  above  for  the  past  month  and 
the  considerably  reduced  Calcutta  shipments,  compared 
with  January  last  year,  which  items  on  the  contrary 
should  have  been  regarded  as  a  sustaining  factor.  The 
important  part  played  by  America  in  the  absorption  of 
supplies  from  the  primary  source  is  indicated  by  the 
following  figures  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  American  imports  in  1929 
were  considerably  more  than  those  of  the  U.K.  and 
Continent  combined,  instead  of  being  materially  less  as 
in  the  previous  year.  Taking  the  January  returns  this 
year  for  the  U.S.A.  these  show  a  notable  setback  against 
the  same  month  last  year,  but  the  figures  for  the  latter 
were  exceptionally  heavy  and  a  long  way  in  excess  of 
the  average  for  the  whole  year,  while  this  year's  figures 
at  19,661  cwt.  are  not  a  great  deal  under  the  average 
of  the  very  heavy  record  quantities  accounted  for  during 
1929.  The  fact  that  the  quantities  coming  to  this  side 
are  relatively  small  will  tend  to  favour  the  London 
statistical  position,  while  the  Continental  imports  have 
again  increased.  A  reasonable  conclusion  is  that,  although 
liberal  supplies  are  held  on  this  side,  they  have  already 
been  fully  discounted  by  the  heavy  depreciation  which 
has  taken  place,  say,  since  the  close  of  1928,  when  the 
spot  price  stood  at  200s.  with  London  stocks  at  close 
on  20,000  cases,  against  the  current  value  of  about 
130s.  with  stocks  of  25,467  cases  as  shown  at  the  end 
of  last  month. 


Japanese  Drug  Stamp  Tax 

An  interesting  fight  is  taking  place  in  Japan  between 
medical  men  and  the  drug  dealers  over  the  effect  of  the 
abolition,  three  years  ago,  of  the  Japanese  stamp  tax 
on  patent  medicines.  This  stamp  tax  was  ten  per  cent, 
on  the  prices,  and  yielded  approximately  ten  million  yen 
annually  to  the  national  finances.  Physicians'  organisa- 
tions in  Japan  have  now  shown  opposition  to  its  aboli- 
tion and  have  advocated  its  revival.  Various  bodies  of 
doctors,  including  the  Japan  Physicians'  Society,  have 
addressed  recommendations  to  '  the  Minister,  point- 
ing out  that  the  daily  newspapers  contain  many  objection- 
able drug  advertisements,  which  are  exaggerated  beyond 
measure.  The  physicians  therefore  ask  that  the  existing 
drug  laws  be  revised.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Osaka 
Druggists'  Union  have  made  a  strong  counter  move,  and 
have  also  addressed  a  petition  to  the  Minister,  in 
the  course  of  which  they  point  out  that  when  the  drug 
tax  was  abolished,  the  drug  dealers  lowered  the  prices 
of  remedies,  and  otherwise  improved  their  medicines. 
Moreover,  they  say  the  drug  manufacturers  were  enabled 
to  increase  their  export  trade,  particularly  to  Eastern 
Asia,  South  America,  etc.,  and  this  spirit  of  enterprise 
is  in  conformity  with  the  policy  of  the  Government 


A  Chiropodist's  Downfall 

(A  Bill  introduced  into  Parliament  just  before  the  close 
of  the  past  session  provides  for  the  registration  of 
chiropodists,  whose  names  may  be  struck  off  the 
register  on  conviction  of  "  infamous  or  disgraceful 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect."  The  names 
mentioned  in  the  following  report  have  no  reference 
to  persons  living.) 

The  proceedings  of  the  Chiropodical  Board  of  Great 
Britain  at  its  sitting  on  January  10.  1950,  were  signalised 
by  the  hearing  of  a  case  of  unusual  importance.  The 
respondent  was  Archimedes  Blinkblade,  a  chiropodist  in 
business,  whose  address  was  not  disclosed,  and  the 
charge  against  him  Was  in  these  terms  : — ■ 

That  on  Christmas  Day,  1949,  you  applied  to  the  com  of 
one  of  your  patients  a  forbidden  instrument,  to  wit  a  razor, 
contrary  to  Section  10  (1)  (a)  of  the  Chiropodists  Act,  1949  : 

And  that  in  relation  thereto  you  were  guilty  of  infamous 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

The  attorney-general  (Sir  Buzfuz  Bamboozle,  K.C.) 
appeared  for  the  Association  of  Spagyric  Chiropodists, 
the  complainants ;  and  the  respondent,  who  appeared  to 
feel  his  position  acutely,  was  accompanied  by  his 
counsel,  Mr.  Half  Deadwire. 

The  attorney-general,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  exaggerate  the  gravity  of 
the  offence.  On  Christmas  Day  of  the  past  year  an  un- 
fortunate sufferer  from  corns,  a  Mr.  Scroggins,  visited 
the  establishment  of  the  respondent,  which  was  supposed 
to  be  open  for  an  hour  for  shaving  only.  It  was  known 
to  the  youngest  member  of  the  profession  that  the 
application  of  any  cutting  instrument  to  a  corn  was 
forbidden  by  the  Section  referred  to  in  the  charge,  and 
that  the  correct  treatment  was  rays  of  appropriate  . 
wave-length  which,  if  they  did  no  good,  at  any  rate 
acted  on  the  patient  as  a  placebo.  The  respondent, 
however,  preferred  the  methods  of  the  Dark  Ages,  and 
he  must  take  the  consequences,  which  would  probably 
include  an  action  for  damages  in  a  civil  court.  The 
facts  being  admitted,  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  call 
any  evidence. 

Mr.  Half  Deadwire,  addressing  the  Board  on  behalf 
of  the  respondent,  submitted  in  the  first  place  that 
Christmas  Day  was  a  dies  non  under  the  Act,  and  that 
accordingly  no  proceedings  could  be  taken  in  respect  of 
corn-cutting  on  that  day. 

The  chairman  (Sir  Anthony  Placeseaker),  having  con- 
sulted his  colleagues,  ruled  against  the  learned  counsel 
on  that  point. 

Mr.  Half  Deadwire,  continuing,  urged  that  works  of 
necessity  and  mercy  should  be  permitted  on  Christmas 
Day  as,  by  an  Act  of  1677,  they  were  permitted  on  a 
Sunday.    If  the  British  Museum  

The  Chairman  (interposing)  :  The  British  Museum  is 
not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board.  (A  chuckle 
from  the  youngest  member  of  the  Board,  which  was 
suppressed  by  the  chairman's  stern  glance.) 

Mr.  Half  Deadwire,  becoming  sarcastic,  suggested  that 
whether  the  British  Museum  was  allowed  to  remain  in 
Bloomsbury  or  not  (the  respondent  used  his  handker- 
chief to  conceal  his  emotion),  works  of  necessity  and 
mercy  should  be  permitted  on  Christmas  Day.  The  fact 
was  that  Scroggins,  who  wa?  endowed  with  an  unduly 
persuasive  personality,  begged  Mr.  Blinkblade,  with  an 
expletive  which  he  (counsel)  would  not  repeat,  to  get 
rid  of  the  corn  in  question  at  all  costs.  Owing  to  the 
frozen  condition  of  the  respondent's  batteries  the  rays 
were  not  functioning  on  that  day.  It  was  difficult  to 
understand  why  the  complainants  should  not  have  been 
satisfied  with  administering  a  caution. 

The  Attorney-General  :  The  respondent  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Association. 

The  Board  having  deliberated  for  two  hours  in  camera 
(during  which  time  refreshments  were  served),  the  chair- 
man announced  that  the  cost  of  the  session,  amounting 
approximately  to  £5,000,  was  amply  justified  by  the 
bringing  to  light  of  so  glaring  a  case  of  contravention 
of  the  Act.  (The  respondent  applied  a  smelling-bottle 
to  his  nose.)  No  words  could  adequately  emphasise  the 
gravity  of  the  offence.  The  name  of  the  respondent 
would  be  forthwith  removed  from  the  register. 
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DRUGS  FOR  MEDICAL  BENEFIT 


Advisory  Committee's  Recommendations 


T 


HE  Advisory  Committee  appointed  on  Feb- 
ruary 18,  1929,  "  to  consider  and  report  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  upon  questions  from  tima 
to  time  referred  to  them  by  him  as  to  the  definition 
of '  drugs  or  medicines  for  the  purposes  of  medical 
benefit  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts,"  has 
issued  two  reports,  dated  respectively  August  3  and 
December  20,  1929.  The  earlier  and  shorter  of  these 
reports  is  virtually  confined  to  formulating  a  course  of 
procedure  to  be  applied  to  cases  of  prescribing  articles 
not  officially  recognised ;  the  second  report  classifies 
various  products  known  to  have  been  prescribed  as 
medicines  for  internal  or  external  use. 

First  Report 

.  After  reciting  the  terms  of  reference  and  pointing 
out  that  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  1928,  do  not 
provide  for  cases  of  prescribing  substances  or  prepara- 
tions considered  not  to  be,  or  not  always  to  be,  drugs, 
the  Committee  suggests  (paragraph  10)  the  following 
procedure  in  the  case  of  prescribing  anything  decided 
by  an  Insuranoe  Committee  never  to  be  a  drug  :— 

(1)  The  Insurance  practitioner  would  be  surcharged  the 

cost  of  the  substance  so  prescribed,  but  would 
have  a  right  of  appeal  to  referees. 

(2)  The  Insurance  chemist  would  be  required  to  dispense 

the  prescription,  and  would  receive  payment. 

(3)  The  Insurance  Committee  would  take  action  under 

the  proposed  regulation. 

(4)  The  insured   person  would  have  a  right  of  com- 

plaint against  the  Insurance  practitioner  under 
Article  32  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations, 
1928,  for  refusing  to  prescribe  an  alleged  drug. 

The  Committee  considers  that  the  prescribing  of  sub- 
stances decided  by  Insurance  Committee  sometimes  to 
be  drugs  should  be  submitted  to  investigation  under 
Article  42  of  the  1928  Regulations. 

The  suggested  Regulation  is  as  follows  : — 

1.  An  Insurance  Committee  shall  have  power  to  recover 
from  a  practitioner  by  deduction  from  his  remuneration  or 
otherwise  the  cost  of  any  substance  or  article  prescribed  by 
the  practitioner  on  the  official  form  which  is  not  a  drug  or 
medicine,  or  an  appliance  included  in  the  Second  Schedule 
to  the  principal  Regulations,  and  6hall  pay  the  amount  so 
recovered  into  the  Chemists'  Fund. 

2.  If  any  question  arises  as  to  the  recovery  of  any  sums 
under  the  preceding  Article,  or  if  any  question  arises  in  the 
course  of  an  investigation,  or  otherwise,  for  determination 
whether  a  substance  or  preparation  is  one  which  should  be 
ordered  for  or  supplied  to  an  insured  person,  the  Committee 
shall  refer  the  matter  to  the  Panel  Committee.  If  the  Panel 
Committee  and  the  Committee  disagree,  the  matter  shall  be 
submitted  to  Referees  appointed  under  this  Article  for  deci- 
sion in  such  summary  manner  as,  subject  to  any  rules  made 
by  the  Minister  in  that  behalf,  may  be  directed  by  the 
Minister ;  and  the  decision  of  those  Referees,  given  after 
hearing  6uch  parties  and  taking  such  evidence,  if  any,  as 
they  think  just,  shall  be  final. 

For  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  _  this  Article  the 
Minister  shall,  upon  any  such  question  arising,  nominate  as 
Referees  two  practitioners  (who  shall  be  selected  from  any 
panel  of  practitioners  set  up  by  the  Minister  for  the  purpose, 
or  if  no  such  panel  exists,  from  among  practitioners  in 
actual  practice)  and  one  barrister-at-law  or  solicitor  in 
actual  practice. 

The  Referees  may  decide  any  question  coming  before  them 
by  a  majority,  but  subject  as  aforesaid,  their  procedure  shall 
be  such  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

If  on  any  question  referred  to  the  Panel  Committee  under 
this  Article  the  Committee  and  the  Panel  Committee  are 
agreed,  the  Committee  shall  report  the  matter  to  the 
Minister,  and  the  Minister  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  refer  the 
question  for  decision  to  Referees  in  the  manner  provided  in 
this  Article,  and  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article 
shall  apply  accordingly. 


Second  Report 

In  preparing  its  second  report  the  Committee  has 
considered  165  substances  and  preparations  which  have 
been  brought  to  its  notice.  These  are  classified  (para- 
graphs 12-16  inclusive)  into  six  classes  : — 

Class  A  contains  substances  and  preparations  which 
are  in  our  opinion  never  drugs. 

Class  Bl  would  contain  those  substances  and  prepara- 
tions which  were  in  our  opinion  always  drags,  and 
could  unquestionably  properly  be  supplied  to  insured 
persons  at  the  cost  of  the  Chemists'  Fund.  It  will, 
however,  be  observed  that  none  of  the  substances  and 
preparations  so  far  referred  to  us  for  consideration 
should  in  our  opinion  be  placed  in  this  Class. 

Class  B2  contains  substances  and  preparations  which 
are  in  our  opinion  always  drugs,  but  we  consider  that 
an  Insurance  practitioner  might  reasonably  be  called 
upon  to  justify  the  prescribing  of  the  substances  and 
preparations  in  this  Class  in  the  event  of  an  investiga- 
tion of  his  prescribing. 

Class  Z?3  contains  proprietary  substances  and  prepara- 
tions which  are  alleged  to  be  drugs  or  medicines,  but 
of  which  the  composition  is  undisclosed.  We  consider 
that  the  prescribing  of  such  substances  and  preparations 
is  most  undesirable,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
only  the  most  exceptional  circumstances  could  justify 
a  practitioner  in  prescribing  them. 

Class  CI  and  Class  C2  contain  substances  and  pre- 
parations which  in  our  opinion  may  be,  but  are  not 
always,  drugs  or  medicines  for  the  purposes  of  medical 
benefit. 

(a)  Class  CI  contains  substances  such  as  cod  liver  oil, 
extract  of  malt,  and  non-proprietary  preparations  and 
combinations  of  these  substances.  While  it  may  be 
argued  that  such  substances  should  technically  be  classi- 
fied as  foods,  and  not  as  drugs,  yet  the  common  accept- 
ance and  usage  at  the  present  time  necessitate  their 
being  recognised  as  drugs  in  many  of  the  cases  in 
which  they  are  prescribed.  We  consider,  however,  that 
these  substances  and  preparations  are  occasionally  pre- 
scribed in  circumstances  which  would  render  it  difficult 
to  establish  that  their  use  was  therapeutic  rather  than 
alimentary. 

(b)  Class  C2  contains  substances  and  preparations  the 
prescribing  of  which  by  Insurance  practitioners  is  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Committee  justifiable  only  in  special 
circumstances.  Among  other  substances  and  prepara- 
tions included  in  Class  C2  are  proprietary  preparations 
of  cod  liver  oil,  or  of  malt  extract,  or  of  both  combined. 

While  we  feel  that  the  argument  adduced  in  para- 
graph 16  (a)  of  this  Report  may  in  the  great  majority 
of  cases  be  sufficient  for  the  definition  as  drugs  of 
the  non-proprietary  forms  of  these  substances,  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  further  reasons  would  be  necessary 
to  justify  the  prescribing  of  the  proprietary  forms. 

Paragraphs  19-24  inclusive  give  reasons  for  the  Com- 
mittee's classification  of  peptonising  powders,  liver 
extracts,  medicinal  herbs,  medicated  soaps,  spa  and 
mineral  waters,  and  disinfectants.

Churchill,  40  Gloucester  Place,  Portman  Square,  Lon- 
don, W.l.  [This  is  the  eleventh  edition  of  the  book 
on  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis  by  Clowes  and 
Coleman,  revised  by  the  late  Mr.  F.  Arnall.  Ph.D., 
and  Mr.  F.  N.  *  Appleyard,  B.Sc.  head  of  the 
Pharmacy  Department  of  Bradford  Technical  College. 
The  reactions  and  methods  of  separation  of  the  metal 
and  acid  radicals  are  described,  and  volumetric  and 
gravimetric  determinations  are  dealt  with  in  some  detail. 
The  book  will  be  sufficient  for  the  Intermediate 
examinations  in  science  and  pharmacy  of  London  Univer- 
sity.

Urban  &  Schwarzenberg,  Berlin  and  Vienna.  [The  first 
part  of  this  text-book  on  micro-chemistry  (V.  tfc  D.,  1924, 
I,  23)  was  devoted  to  a  description  of  the  methods  of  this 
form  of  analysis  as  applied  to  pharmacopceial  inorganic 
and  organic  acids  and  their  salts.  In  the  second  part  the: 
author  deals  with  the  microscopical  determination  of 
organic  compounds  used  in  medicine.  Before  dealing  with 
the  specific  tests  for  the  recognition  of  individual  com- 
pounds, which  are  arranged  in  groups  according  to  their 
chemical  classification,  e.g.,  alcohols,  glucosicles,  phenols,' 
alkaloids,  amines,  esters,  the  author  discusses  the  sensi- 
tiveness of  micro-chemical  reactions  and  describes  the 
special  methods  to  be  adopted  for  the  determination  of 
organic  compounds,  among  which  the  recognition  of  the 
"  mineral-optical  "  characters  of  crystalline  bodies  plays 
an  important  role.  This  is  a  particularly  interesting 
chapter,  and  the  numerous  tables  in  which  the  results  of 
Dr.  Mayrhofer's  investigations  to  establish  the  physical 
constants  of  a  wide  range  of  crystalline  substances  are 
summarised  should  contribute  materially  towards  facili- 
tating the  general  adoption  of  this  method  of  analysis.] 

Greenly,  A.  J. — Psychology  as  a  Sales  Factor.  Second 
edition.  8£  in.  by  5|  in.  Pp.  214.  10s.  6d.  Pitman  & 
Sons,  Ltd.,  Parker  Street,  Kingsway,  London,  W.C.2. 
[Just  before  taking  up  this  book  we  had  been  reading 
an  unusually  wise  and  stimulating  address,  entitled 
"  Psychology  and  Medicine,"  by  Dr.  Henry  Yellowlees, 
of  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  who  began  by  citing  a  remark 
of  William  James's  to  the  effect  that  psychology  is  not 
a  science  but  only  the  hope  of  a  science.  Wre  mention 
this  because  we  are  not  sure  that  the  title  of  Mr. 
Greenly's  book  adequately  indicates  its  contents,  and 
also  because  the  book  is  so  well  written  that  no  one 
interested  in  selling  need  be  deterred  by  so  formidable 
and  (though  not  on  this  occasion)  so  misused  a  word  as 
"psychology."  Nothing  gives  a  conscientious  reviewer 
more  trouble  than  estimating  the  exact  value  of  a  new 
book  on  any  of  the  subjects  variously  comprised  under  the 
names  salesmanship,  merchandising  and  business  know- 
ledge. Chemists,  in  particular,  are  tired  of  being  talked 
down  to  by  "  snappy  "  journalists  who  think  they  know 
what  should  be  done  behind  the  serving  counter ;  and 
they  should  welcome  the  fully  documented  volume  before 
us,  which  is  even  more  helpful,  perhaps,  in  what  it 
suggests  than  in  what  it  narrates.  Here,  for  once,  is 
a  book  packed  with  the  fruits  of  wide  reading  and 
observation,  and  supplied  with  ample  foot-notes  for 
readers  who  desire  to  investigate  the  subject 
(or  ■  subjects)  further.  It  contains  surprisingly 
little  padding,  and  the  style  is  charged  with  an 
energy  which  should  set  the 'average  salesman  thinking 
to  good  purpose.]  ■  - '.

Record   of   matters  concerning   Chemists*  interests   in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts 

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Burnley. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Burnley  Insurance  Com- 
mittee held  on  February  7,  Councillor  Rippon  referred  to 
a  case  in  which  a  doctor,  prescribing  a  drug,  said  it  was 
too  expensive  for  a  panel  patient.  He  considered  that  a 
serious  matter.  If  persons  had  to  be  supplied  with 
inferior  drugs  because  they  were  panel  patients  it  was 
injurious,  because  the  quicker  the  patient  got  better  the 
sooner  he  would  be  off  the  benefit  list.  Dr.  Callam  said 
the  difficulty  was,  more  and  more  expensive  drugs  were 
being  added  to  the  list,  but  it  had  all  to  be  covered  by  the 
same  amount  of  money. 

Cambridgeshire. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Cambridgeshire 
Insurance  Committee  on  January  11,  the  Clerk  reported 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee  that  during 
the  year  thirteen  tests  had  been  taken  of  drugs  and 
appliances,  and  only  one  case  necessitated  action  by  the 
subcommittee.  The  chemist  in  question  was  supplied 
with  a  copy  of  the  analyst's  report,  which  showed  that 
the  sample  analysed  contained  an  ingredient  not  pre- 
scribed. The  chemist's  explanation  was  to  the  erfect 
that  the  doctor  had  never  before  ordered  that  particular 
ingredient,  and  in  good  faith  he  (the  chemist)  thought 
he  was  interpreting  what  was  wanted  by  altering  it. 
The  subcommittee  accepted  the  explanation,  but  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Insurance  Committee  £1  should  be 
deducted  from  the  remuneration  due  to  the  chemist. 

Exeter. — At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  Exeter  Insurance 
Committee,  held  on  January  28,  the  statement  of  accounts 
for  the  past  year  showed  total  payments  of  £15,598,  of 
which  £839  was  in  respect  of  the  chemists'  fund  for 
1928,  and  £2,973  for  1929.  Complaint  against  a 
respondent  who  refused  to  write  prescriptions  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  drugs  had  been  investigated  by  the 
Medical  Benefit  Subcommittee,  who  stated  that  respondent 
contended  he  was  justified  because  the  request  was  un- 
reasonable. He  had  no  objection  to  writing  a  bona-f.de 
prescription  for  a  bona-f.de.  patient  for  the  purpose  of 
testing  drugs.  The  Committee  adopted  a  recommenda- 
tion to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
obtain  an  undertaking  from  the  respondent  that  he  will 
in  future  observe  the  terms  of  service  in  this  respect. 

Kesteven. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
held  recently  it  was  reported  that  there  were  thirty-five 
chemists  on  the  panel,  and  that  during  the  year  they 
had  dispensed  48,089  prescriptions.  It  was  also  reported 
that  thirteen  samples  of  medicine  and  appliances  had 
been  obtained  for  testing.  With  one  exception  all  the 
samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  As  regards  the 
sample  which  was  not  found  satisfactory,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Service  Subcommittee,  after  hearing  the  explana- 
tion of  the  chemist,  recommended  that  no  further  action 
be  taken.    This  recommendation  was  adopted. 

London. — At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee,  held  on  January  23,  the  Finance  Subcom- 
mittee recommended  the  payment  of  accounts,  including 
the  following:  To  chemists  for  the  year  1929, 
£22,612  18s.  lid.  The  accounts  were  passed.  The 
Finance  Subcommittee  also  reported  that  the  Minister 
of  Health  has  credited  the  chemists'  fund  with  the 
sum  of  £220,000  on  account  of  the  amount  payable  to 
persons  supplying  drugs  and  appliances  during  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1929.  During  the  year  the  sum  of 
£41  was  withheld  from  the  moneys  payable  to  certain 
chemists  who  had  committed  breaches  of  the  terms  of 
service.  Application  had  been  made  to  the  Ministry 
for  an  advance  of  £772  to  be  made  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  on  account  of  administrative  expenses  for  the 
year  1930.  The  action  of  the  Subcommittee  was 
approved.  A  fine  of  £100  was  recommended  in  the  case 
of  a  partnership  of  four  medical  men  who,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Panel  Committee,  had  prescribed  to  excess;  and 
another  fine  of  £100  was  advised  regarding  a  prac- 


titioner who  had  sent  a  bill  to  a  panel  patient  for 
"  services  rendered." 

Middlesex. — The  bi-monthly  meeting  of  the  Middlesex 
Insurance  Committee  was  held  recently,  Mr.  G.  F.  V. 
Cutting  in  the  chair.  The  Finance  and  General  Purposes 
Subcommittee  reported  the  payments  of  accounts  amount- 
ing to  £60,729  10s.  and  £7,861  15s.,  including  £5,680  19s. 
to  chemists  for  October  and  £6,087  6s.  for  November.  The 
action  of  the  Subcommittee  was  approved.  The  Finance 
and  General  Purposes  Subcommittee  also  reported  that 
they  had  submitted  a  draft  scheme  for  testing  drugs  and 
appliances  to  the  Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for 
their  observations  on  the  matter.  It  was  reported  that  the 
total  number  of  chemists  on  the  panel  was  422.  The  aver- 
age cost  per  prescription  for  ingredients  in  October  was 
3.7d.  and  dispensing  fees  4.4d.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  November  were  3.7d.  and  4.4d. 

N.E.  Midlands. — A  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  North-East  Midlands  Prescription  Bureau  was 
held  recently.  The  report  of  the  executive  Subcommittee 
for  the  year  1929  was  approved.  This  showed  that  the 
total  number  of  prescriptions  dealt  with  by  the  Bureau 
during  the  year  was  3,921,352,  being  an  increase  of 
318,427,  compared  with  1928.  The  following  compara- 
tive list  shows  the  distribution  of  the  prescriptions  as 
between  the  different  constituent  Insurance  Committee 
areas  for  the  last  two  years  : —

Warwickshire  The     Warwickshire  Pharmaceutical 

Committee  met  on  January  23,  Mr.  Hutton  presiding. 
The  secretary  reported  that  an  error  in  the  pricing  of 
crepe  bandages  had  been  adjusted.  The  Formulary  Sub- 
committee reported  that  they  had  agreed  to  the  proposal 
of  the  Panel  Committee  to  adopt  the  National  Formulary 
as  from  January  1,  1930.  The  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Subcommittee  reported  that  they  had  considered  three 
cases  refei'red  to  them.  In  one  case  (pigmentum  iodi)  a 
discrepancy  in  iodine  and  potassium  iodide  was  explained 
by  the  dispenser  as  having  been  caused  by  his  using  a 
local  dispensary  formulary  instead  of  the  Midland  con- 
joint. His  explanation  was  corroborated  and  accepted. 
In  another  case  which  showed  a  deficiency  of  19  per 
cent,  of  sodium  salicylate  and  excess  of  48.5  per  cent, 
of  sodium  bicarbonate,  the  Committee  recommended  that 
£1  be  withheld.  In  the  third  case,  14.6  per  cent, 
excess  of  potassium  iodide  in  pigmentum  iodi,  as  the 
iodine  content  was  practically  correct  the  case  was  dis- 
missed. The  dispensing  of  the  area  maintained  a  high 
standard  of  accuracy. 


SCOTLAND 

Banffshire. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee a  letter  from  the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  was  received  complaining  about  the  use  by 
doctors  of  blank  repeat  prescription  forms  which  they 
handed  to  chemists  for  completion.  This,  it  was  pointed 
out,  did  not  permit  of  the  choice  of  chemist  which  insured 
persons  were  entitled  to,  and  it  imposed  a  duty  on 
chemists  which  they  were  not  obliged  to  fulfil.  The  clerk 
was  instructed  to  circularise  the  doctors  and  chemists  on 
the  panel  intimating  that  this  practice  must  be  stopped. 
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The  Tothill  Case 

In  a  judgment  delivered  in  the  Eand  Division  of  the 
Transvaal  Supreme  Court,  Johannesburg,  on  January  12, 
through  Mr.  Justice  Greenberg,  Mr.  Justice  Gey  van 
Pittius  gave  absolution  from  the  instance  in  the  action 
by  Mr.  H.  A.  Tothill  against  L.  A.  Gordon  and  seven 
others,  members  of  the  Transvaal  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Association,  brought  in  October  last.  Mi-.  Tothill 
claimed  an  order  restraining  the  defendants  from  con- 
tinuing to  do  certain  acts  which,  he  alleged,  were  in- 
juring his  business,  and  from  interfering  with  him 
(Tothill)  carrying  on  his  business  as  he  wonld. 

The  defendants  were  Messrs.  L.  A.  Gordon,  M.  H. 
Cooper,  E.  Solomon,  B  Lipman,  J.  S.  Ferguson,  W.  H. 
Lyons  and  A.  Spilkin.  For  the  plaintiff  were  Advocate 
J.  B.  Brink,  K.C.,  with  him  Advocate  N.  E.  Coaker, 
instructed  by  Messrs.  Kinna  and  Gilfillan.  For  the 
defendants  Advocate  S.  S.  Taylor,  K.C,  with  him  Mr. 
N.  E.  Rosenberg,  instructed  by  Messrs.  Steytler,  Grimmer 
and  Murray. 

The  Judgment 

In  giving  judgment  his  lordship  said,  inter  alia: 
Plaintiff  is  a  retail  chemist  and  druggist  carrying  on 
business  as  such  under  the  name  of  Tothill  &  Co.,  at 
Johannesburg,  and  the  defendants  are  members  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Transvaal  Chemists' 
Assistants'  and  Druggists'  Association.  Plaintiff  alleges 
that  memhers  of  the  association  wrongfully  and  unlaw- 
fully combined  together  to  maintain  an  exorbitant  level 
in  the  prices  at  -which  chemists  and  .druggists  in  the 
Transvaal  retail  their  goods  to  the  public,  and  to  establish 
for  memhers  of  the  association  a  monopoly  of  the  retail 
trade  of  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  Transvaal,  where- 
under  goods  shall  be  obtainable  from  chemists  and  drug- 
gists an  the  Transvaal  at  the  aforesaid  level,  and  to  make 
it  impossible  for  chemists  and  druggists  who  are  not 
members  of  the  association  to  carry  on  their  business. 
For  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  level  of  prices,  the 
members  of  the  association  had  agreed  to  prevent  chemists 
and  druggists  not  members  of  the  association,  and  who 
might  sell  goods  at  prices  below  those  approved  by  the 
association,  from  obtaining  supplies  for  their  business. 

Plaintiff  has  in  the  past  obtained,  and  still  obtains, 
certain  supplies  of  goods  for  his  business  from  H.  V. 
Patrick  and  from  H.  Verrinder,  both  of  whom  carry  on 
business  as  manufacturers'  representatives  at  Johannes- 
burg. On  January  2,  as  alleged,  the  defendants,  Gordon 
and  Cooper,  acting  as  agents  of  the  association,  and  on 
its  instructions,  endeavoured  by  means  of  requests  and 
threats  to  induce  Patrick  to  cease  supplying  the  plaintiff 
with  any  goods,  and  also  endeavoured  to  induce  Verrinder 
to  cease  supplying  plaintiff  with  goods. 

Stop  Lists 

'  Defendants  had  issued  stop  lists  bearing  the  name  of 
plaintiff  and  other  persons  to  whom  members  of  the 
association  are  forbidden  to  supply  goods.  The  stop  lists 
are  still  operative.  At  the  hearing  plaintiff's  plea  was 
amended  by  the  addition  of  the  words  :  "  The  plaintiff  has 
suffered  damages  by  reason  of  the  said  stop  lists." 

Plantiff  claims  an  order  restraining  the  defendants 
from  in  any"  way  interfering  with  the  plaintiff's  rights 
to  carry  on  business  as  he  will. 

Defendants  in  their  plea  say  that  the  plaintiff  was  a 
member  of  the  same  association,  and  is  still  a  member. 
Defendants  deny  the  allegations  contained  in  various 
paragraphs  of  the  plaintiff's  plea.  Defendants  say  that 
the  members  of  the  association  have  agreed  to  fix  prices 
at  which  chemists  and  druggists  shall  sell  goods  in  the 
Transvaal,  and  that  Patrick  ceased  to  carry  on  business 
about  the  end  of  January,  1929. 

His  lordship  detailed  the  terms,  rules  and  objects  of 
the  association,  and  went  on  to  say :-  The  origin  of  the 
difficulty  between  the  parties  arose  from  the  fact  that 
the  plaintiff  was  placed  on  their  stop  list  by  the  com- 
mittee of  the  association.  The  effect  of  a  stop  list  is 
that  no  member  of  the  association  is  allowed  to  sell  or 
buy  from  any  person  on  the  stop  list.  It  appears  that 
the  association  issued  price  lists  fixing  the  minimum 
retail  prices  at  which  the  articles  mentioned  therein 
could  be  sold. 


Plaintiff's  Five  Guinea  Fine 
Plaintiff  became  a  member  of  the  association  in  the  year 
1925.  In  September  1927  plaintiff  spoke  to  a  member 
of  the  committee  and  told  him  that  one  Cohen,  who  was 
a  member  of  the  association,  had  undercut  dispensing 
charges,  and  had  been  fined  by  the  committee.  On 
November  1,  1927,  plaintiff  received  a  letter  requesting 
him  to  appear  before  the  Vigilance  Committee  to  explain 
a  breach  of  the  association's  dispensing  charges,  it  being 
alleged  that  the  plaintiff  sold  a  4  oz.  teaspoonful  dose 
mixture  for  2s.,  instead  of  the  minimum  charge  of  3s.  6d. 
This  plaintiff  admitted.  The  committee  then  notified 
plaintiff  that  it  had  resolved  to  impose  a  fine  of  £5  5s. 
on  the  plaintiff's  firm  for  infringing  the  association's 
rules,  and  that  if  the  fine  was  not  paid  within  48  hours 
the  firm  would  be  placed  on  the  stop  list.  Plaintiff 
replied  that  he  was  quite  willing  to  pay  the  fine,  pro- 
vided the  case  was-  proved.  In  a  letter  written  by  his 
attorneys  to  the  association  it  was  stated  that :  "  We  wish 
to  make  it  quite  clear  to  you  that  our  client  objects  not 
to  the  principle  you  are  attempting  to  enforce,  but  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  principle  is  being  put  into 
practice. ' ' 

The  fine  was  not  paid,  and  the  firm,  on  January  6,  was 
notified  that  its  name  was  placed  on  the  stop  list.  It 
would  appear  that  the  stop  list  had  no  effect  on  the 
plaintiff's  business ;  it  was  even  said  that  his  business 
had  increased.  The  ■committee  in  placing  Tothill  on  the 
stop  list  evidently  thought  that  it  would  be  an  effective 
measure,  and  might  induce  plaintiff  to  join  the  association 
again.  After  reviewing  the  evidence,  the  Judge  said  he 
had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  plaintiff  had  failed  to 
prove  that  the  dispensing  charges  and  prices  were  ex- 
cessive or  exorbitant,  and  that  the  association  was  an 
illegal  one.  If  that  conclusion  were  correct,  Mr.  Brink 
admitted  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  succeed  as  far  as 
the  stop  list  was  concerned. 

Interference  in  Trade 

The  intention  of  the  parties  in  interviewing  Patrick 
and  Verrinder  might  have  been  with  the  object  of  simply 
strengthening  and  protecting  the  trade  interests  of  the 
association,  and  this  might  result  in  possible  injury  to  the 
plaintiff's  business,  or  with  the  object  simply  to  injure 
the  plaintiff  in  his  business,  or  a  combination  of  both 
objects. 

It  seemed  to  his  lordship  that  if  Gordon  and  Cooper, 
bona  fide  and  with  a  view  to  further  the  interests  of 
the  association,  attempted  to  induce  Patrick  and  VeTrinder 
not  to  supply  Tothill,  such  an  act  might  be  illegal  or 
contrary  to  law.  He  did  not  think  that  this  "  threat 
rendered  the  defendants,  or  in  any  case  some  of  them, 
liable.  The  defence  admitted  that  interference  with 
another  trade  was  not,  per  se,  unlawful,  but  that  there 
must  be  in  addition  animus  injuriandi. 

It  seemed  to  his  lordship  that  the  onus  was  on  the 
plaintiff  to  prove  intention  to  injure,  and  he  was  not 
satisfied  on "  the  evidence  that  the  onus  had  been 
discharged.

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Merchandise  Marks  Act  Inquiry 


Marking  Imported  Paper  Boxes  and  Cartons 

An  application  by  the  British  Paper  Box  Manufacturers' 
Federation  for  an  Order  under  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Act  with  regard  to  imported  paper  boxes,  cartons  and 
containers  was  inquired  into  on  February  .17  by  the 
Standing  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
under  the  Act  of  1926.  The  Committee  consists  of  Sir  H. 
Llewellyn  Smith,  K.C.B.  (Chairman),  Mr.  F.  R. 
Davenport  and  Mr.  G.  N.  Barnes.  Mr.  W.  B.  Faraday 
appeared  for  the  applicants,  and  among  the  opponents 
was  the  Food  Manufacturers'  Federation  and  the 
Manufacturing  Confectioners'  Alliance,  which  were  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  J.  W.  Morris. 

The  extensive  use  of  cardboard  boxes  and  cartons  by 
chemists  and  druggists  renders  this  inquiry  of  interest, 
and  although  there  were  few  direct  references  during 
the  first  day's  proceedings  to  the  use  of  paper  and 
cardboard  boxes  and  similar  containers  by  chemists  and 
druggists,  the  general  evidence  that  was  given  applied 
to  them  equally  with  other  sections  of  the  trading 
community. 

The  application  is  made  in  respect  of  : 
(a)  Boxes,  cartons,  cases  and  other  containers  made 
wholly  or  partially  of  paper,  chip,  cardboard,  straw- 
board,  fibre  board,  pulpwood,  or  similar  boxboards,  or 
of  any  combination  of  these  materials,  whether  corrugated 
or  not,  other  than  paper  bags,  suit  cases,  attache  cases 
or  similar  cases  to  which  the  material  covering  the 
goods  has  been  affixed  before  the  bending  into  shape 
takes  place. 

(6)  Flats  for  boxes,  cartons,  cases  and  other  con- 
tainers of  the  description  specified  in  {a),  including  the 
said  materials  upon  which  a  boxmaking  operation  or 
operations  necessary  to  the  production  of  a  box  has 
or  have  been  performed,  and  including  flats  which  for 
complete  production  as  a  box  require,  after  importation, 
wire  stitching,  or  some  similar  process. 

Form  of  Marking  Required 

It  is  asked  that  the  form  of  the  mark  shall  be  in 
English,  and  in  the  English  language,  and  consist  of 
wording  specifying  the  origin  of  the  box,  case,  carton, 
or  other  container  or  flat,  whether  made  outside  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  within  the  British  Empire,  or  in 
some  foreign  country.  The  mark  shall,  it  is  asked,  be 
applied  by  indelibly  stamping,  printing  or  embossing  by 
means  of  type  made  of  metal,  wood,  rubber  or  other 
substance  by  means  of  ink  or  other  colouring  matter 
upon  the  external  surface  of  each  box,  etc.  The  mark 
shall  be  conspicuous,  permanent,  and  so  as  to  be  visible 
on  the  external  surface  when  the  box  is  complete  and 
closed  by  means  of  lid,  flap,  cover,  or  other  means. 
In  the  case  of  boxes  consisting  of  several  parts  or 
divisions,  each  of  which  is  a  unit  in  itself,  the  mark 
shall  be  applied  to  each  unit  in  the  manner  suggested 
above.  The  application  further  asks  that  the  mark  or 
indication  of  origin  of  boxes,  etc.,  shall  be  applied 
before  importation,  and  shall  be  conspicuously  displayed 
on  importation,  and  also  at  the  time  of  sale  or  exposure 
for  sale.  Finally,  it  is  asked  that  the  period  which 
shall  elapse  between  the  making  of  an  Order  and  the 
date  on  which  it  shall  come  into  force  shall  be  the 
minimum  period  permitted  under  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Act,  1926. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Faraday,  for  the  applicants,  said  that  the 
British  Paper  Box  Manufacturers'  Federation  represents 
75  per  cent,  of  the  total  output  of  the  box-making  trade 
in  this  country,  this  including  all  the  large  firms  and  a 
number  of  smaller  ones.  There  were  two  large  firms 
who  were  not  box  makers  as  such,  but  they  made  all 
their  own  boxes,  viz.,  Lever  Bros,  and  Cadbury's,  who 
were  allied  with  Fry's,  and  they  were  members  of  the 
Federation. 

,  The  Chairman  inquiring  of  Mr.  Faraday  what  was 
included  and  what  was  excluded,  so  far  as  the  applica- 
tion was  concerned,  asked  if  boxes  and  containers  of 
paper,  etc.,  and  covered  with  other  materials  were 
intended  to  be  marked. 


Mi*.  Faraday  said  these  would  come  within  the  applicar 
tion,  but  it  was  not  asked  that  boxes  and  containers 
coming  into  this  country  packed  with  goods  of  any  kind 
should  be  marked.  Only  boxes  coming  here  empty,  to  be 
used  by  manufacturers  of  other  goods  in  this  country, 
were  included. 

Large  Increase  in  Imports 
Continuing,  Mr.  Faraday  said  there  were  31,000  people 
engaged  in  the  trade.  Referring  to  imports,  he  said  that 
in  1911  there  were  8,000  cwt.  of  paper  and  cardboard 
boxes  and  containers  imported,  and  that  quantity  had 
increased  steadily  year  by  year  until  in  1929  the  imports 
were  65,000  cwt.  The  value  had  increased  from  £26,000 
in  1911  to  £196,000  in  1929.  The  re-exports  were 
negligible. 

_  The  object  of  the  application,  said  counsel,  was  to 
give  the  buyer  in  this  country  an  opportunity  of  know- 
ing whether  the  boxes  and  containers  in  which  he  pur- 
chased goods  were  made  in  this  country  or  abroad, 
because  all  the  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  there 
is  a  growing  desire  on  the  part  of  the  British  public 
to  have  their  goods  packed  in  British-made  containers. 
He  anticipated  the  point  would  be  made  by  the  oppo- 
sition that  in  the  case  of  goods  packed  in  boxes,  cartons, 
containers,  etc.,  the  purchaser  did  not  buy  the  con- 
tainer, but  the  goods  inside  and  that  he  was  not  in- 
terest3d  in  the  country  of  origin  of  the  container.  He 
suggested,  however,  that  that  point  had  been  settled 
as  _  far  as  such  a  matter  could  be  settled  by  counsel's 
opinion  to  the  Board  as  set  out  in  certain  correspond- 
ence between  the  Board  and  the  applicants  in  this  case, 
which  was  to  the  effect  that  a  purchase  included  both 
the  container  and  the  goods  inside. 

Mr.  Macaskie  pointed  out  that  that  was  not  a  judicial 
opinion,  and  therefore  could  have  no  weight. 

Evidence  for  the  Applicants 

The  other  witnesses  called  on  the  first  day  of  the 
inquiry  were  Mr.  Arthur  Stevenson,  chairman  of  Hugh 
Stevenson  &  Sons,  Ltd.  ;  Mr.  A.  E.  Terry,  -director 
of  Terry  &  Terry,  Ltd.;  and  Mr.  C.  J.  Watts,  director 
of  Johns,  Son  &  Watts.  In  general,  this  evidence  bore 
out  the  statement  made  by  counsel  in  opening  it  being 
added  that  the  cost  of  marking  in  the  manner  sug- 
gested will  be  infinitesimal  as  it  can  be  done  at  the 
time  of  manufacture. 

Mr.  Morris  made  the  point  that  containers  of  food- 
stuffs and  other  articles,  if  marked  as  of  foreign 
origin,  would  give  the  impression  that  the  contents 
were  also  foreign,  but  in  every  case  the  answer  given 
by  the  witnesses  was  that  by  marking  the  container 
in  some  such  form  as  "  Box  foreign  "  this  difficulty 
would  be  overcome.  Mr.  Morris  also  brought  out  the 
point  that  makers  of  cardboard  boxes  in  this  country 
buy  large  quantities  of  foreign  strawboard,  which  is 
made  up  into  boxes  here,  Mr.  Stevenson  saying  that 
probably  half  the  raw  material  used  in  the  paper  box- 
making  trade  in  this  country  is  imported. 

Bearing  on  this  was  considerable  discussion  as  to 
when,  in  the  words  of  the  application,  a  box-making 
operation  had  taken  place  upon  the  raw  material.  Mr. 
Morris  sought  to  show  that  a  box-making  operation  had 
taken  place  when  the  original  strawboard,  for  example, 
was  first  cut  to  shape,  and  on  that  argument,  of  course, 
the  raw  material  of  the  British  boxmaker  would  have 
to  be  marked. 

There  seemed  to  be  some  difference  of  opinion  even 
among  the  applicants  and  witnesses  on  this  point,  and 
eventually  the  chairman  said  that  at  some  time  during 
the  inquiry  some  clear  definition  on  this  point  would 
have  to  be  arrived  at.  Mr.  Stevenson  went  so  far 
as  to  say  that  a  box-making  operation  had  been  carried 
out  when  the  boards  were  cut  to  the  exact  shape  for 
the  particular  box,  whilst  Mr.  Terry  would  not  go 
farther  than  say  that  box-making  operations  commenced 
with  the  bending  and  slotting  of  the  card.

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Trade  Report 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are 
charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even 
in  bulk  quantities.

It  would  appear  that  anything-  like  a  return  of  confidence 
in  financial  and  industrial  affairs  is  too  much  to  be 
expected  for  the  present,  despite  easier  monetary  condi- 
tions. Meanwhile  most  commodity  markets  remain  more 
ox  less  under  the  influence  of  excessive  production  even 
where  prices  are  at  a  low  level.  The  demand  for  sugar 
is  still  very  slow,  and  stocks  have  been  accumulating-  with 
not  much  prospect  of  relief  until  the  duty  uncertainty  has 
been  eliminated.  Plantation  rubber  has  gone  ahead  very 
well  on  new  support,  attracted  by  prospects  of  reduced  tap- 
ping from  centres  of  production.  Business  in  phar- 
maceutical chemicals  has  been  somewhat  disappoint- 
ing- compared  with  recent  periods.  Amidopynin 
powder,  phenazone  powder  and  salol  powder  have  been 
advanced  by  lgd.  per  lb.  Foreign  cream  of  tartar  is  a 
shade  easier.  Aspirin  and  sodium  salicylate  are  dearer 
for  expon-t,  home  prices  being  unchanged.  There  are  prac- 
tically no  changes  in.  crude  drug's.  In  the  essential  oil 
group  Brazilian  bois  de  rose  is  weak,  and  Cayenne  is 
slightly  easier.  Sicilian  lemon  is  lower,  but  orange  is  firm. 
Japanese  dementholised  peppermint  is  firmer  with  more 
inquiry.  Among  the  industrial  chemicals  there  appears  to' 
have  been  a  distinct  falling  off  in  the  demand  of  late, 
without  any  important  changes  in  values.  Quite  a  fair 
business  is  passing,  however,  in  acetic  acid,  acetone, 
anhydrous  ammonia,  barium  chloride,  formaldehyde,  and 
isopropyl  alcohol.  Fixed  oils  have  experienced  poor  busi- 
ness in  most  directions,  and  a  few  items  show  slight 
depreciations.  These  include  acid  oils,  ground  nut,  wood 
and  linseed  oils.  Castor,  coconut,  palm,  rape  and  soya  are 
all  dull  of  sale.  Lubricating  oils  are  inclined  to  be  steadier. 
Among  the  metals,  Chinese  antimony  is  dull  and  easier ; 
cadmium  is  steady,  while  mercury  is  inclined  to  ease  in 
second-hands.    Platinum  has  been  officially  reduced.

Antimony  was  dull  and  easier,  and  spot  lots  of  Chinese 
regulus  stand  at  about  £31  delivered  ex-warehouse.  Terms 
for  shipment  have  been  reduced  to  about  £26  c.i.f.  There 
has  been  no  alteration  in  English  refined  with  high-gride 
at  £50  to  £50  10s.,  and  other  brands  down  to  £42  10s. 
Chinese  crude  on  the  spot  is  nominally  about  £24  10s.,  and 
Chinese  white  oxide,  is  £34  to  £34  10s.

Cod  liver  oil. — Judging  by  advices  received  from  Nor- 
way, the  fishing  up  to  date  has  been  very  poor,  and  in 
Finmarken  it  has  been  hindered  by  stormy  weather.  The 
market  for  medicinal  oil  is  still  quiet,  with  small  offer- 
ings. Buyers  are  holding  off,  waiting  developments  of  the 
fishing.  In  the  London  market  rather  more  interest  has 
been  ishown  in  view  of  the  coid  weather,  and  the  tendency 
is  firm,  agents  quoting  from  105s.  to  107s.  per  barrel  c.i.f. 
for  finest  steam-refined  non^congealing  Norwegian  oil.  The 
yield  of  steam  refined  non-freezing  medicinal  oil  is  10.503 
hectolitres  against  13,746  hectolitres  at  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year. 

Ergot  is  quiet,  with  Russian  offering  on  the  6pot  at  Is. 
per  lb.  and  Spanish  at  Is.  9d.,  while  to  arrive  Is.  8jd.  c.i.f. 
is  quoted  for  Spanish  or  Portuguese. 

Ginger. — West  African  is  quiet  at  62s.  6d.  per  cwt.  on 
the  spot.  To  arrive,  sales  of  February-April  shipment 
have  been  made  at  40s.  c.i.f.  Sales  of  Japanese  for  Febru- 
ary-March shipment  have  been  made  at  48s.  3d.  per  cwt. 
c.i.f.,   with,  further  buyers. 

During  the  first  ten  months  of  1929  the  exports  of  Sierra  Leone 
ginger  rose  from  20,376  cwt.  (£30,555)  to  30,943  cwt.  (£59,296). 

Gum  acacia. — -At  one  period  of  the  week  business  was 
done  at  decidedly  lower  prices  for  shipment,  but  subse- 
quently, with  a  better  demand  from  the  Continent,  values 
stiffened,  the  closing  rates  being  83s.  c.i.f.  afloat  for 
cleaned  Kordofan  and  80s.  c.i.f.  for  natural,  while  March- 
April  shipment  is  now  worth  80s.  and  76s.  per  cwt.  c.i.f. 
respectively.  Spot  remains  unchanged  at  95s.  for  cleaned 
Kordofan,  90s.  for  natural,  and  50s.  per  cwt.  for  Talha. 

Ipecacuanha  remains  flat  with  Matto  Grosso  offering 
at  14s.  3d.  per  lb.  for  f.a.q.,  and  at  13s.  6d.  for  Minas. 

Magnesium  is  well  maintained  with  a  fair  demand,  and 
British  makers  are  quoting  3s.  3d.  up  to  3s.  9d.  per  lb. 
for  small  sticks  and  -bars,  while  .ribbon  sells  at  lis.  to  14s., 
wire  at  76.  6d.  to  12s.  6d.,  and  powder  at  4s.  6d.  to  7s.  od. 
per   lb.   according  to  specification. 

Male  fern  extract  containing  24  to  25  per  cent,  filicin  is 
quoted  at  3s.  6d.  per  lb.  c.i.f. 

Menthol. — A  quantity  of  both  menthol  and  oil  just 
arrived  has  been  .disposed  of  at  a  low  figure,  since  when 
the  market  has  become  more  cheerful,  aided  by  higher 
prices  quoted  from  Japan.  Second-hand  prices  are,  how- 
ever, well  below  those  quoted  from  the  source,  offering  at 
from  13s.  10jd.  to  14s.  lid.  c.i.f.  Spot  values  are  from 
14s.  6d.  to  14s.  9d.  per  lb.  for  Kobayashi-Suzuki. 

Mercury  has  shown  no  improvement  in  the  trade 
demand,  while  there  has  been  some  falling  off  in  the 
volume  of  business  secured  for  controlled  supplies  within 
the  last  fortnight.  As  already  suggested,  there  has 
been  a  little  price-undercutting  in  the  open  market 
apparently  to  figures  which  have  rendered  business  more 
difficult  for  the  agents  of  the  Combine.  The  term®  of  the 
latter,  however,  remain  as  before.  These  stand  at  £22  5s. 
net  for  up  to  10  bottles  and  £22  2s.  6d.  net  for  upward  of 
eleven  bottles,  while  f.o.b.  terms  for  shipment  for  orders 
of  at  least  25  bottles  are  £21  15s.  net.  Full  terms  in  cbe 
open  market  would  appear  to^  be  at  _  around  £23  per 
bottle,  on  which  3  per  cent,  discount  is  allowed.

— A  little  better  demand  is  reported,  but 
outside  make  is  still  very  competitive  with  Convention 
offers :  88  to  92  per  cent.,  solid,  £29  10s.  to  £34^  10s.  per  ton 
in  drums  as  to  quantity;  30s.  per  ton  le6S  c.i.f.  in  all  cases; 

Copper  sulphate. — Business  has  been  quiet  under  a  con- 
tinued restricted  export  demand,  but  in  spite  of  a  sharp 
setback  in  the  price  of  rough  bar  copper  British  manu- 
facturers still  quote  £27  per  ton  upwards  for  casks,  less  5  per- 
cent, discount.  U.K.  exports  for  January  amounted  to  3,296 
tons  against  6,450  tons  the  same  month  last  year. 

Formaldehyde  is  moving  off  fairly  well,  with  prices  about 
unchanged;  competition  for  business  is  a  feature:  40  per 
cent,  by  volume,  £34  per  ton  in  casks  ex  store;  less  for  large 
contracts. 

Isopropyl  alcohol  is  reported  to  be  receiving  good 
inquiry  :  reliable  material,  lis:  to:  12s.  per  gallon  in  drums, 
carriage  paid ;  some  grades  are  at  cheaper  prices. 

Lead  products. — Convention  prices  for  red  and  white  lead 
are  unchanged,  with  some  outside  competition  :  lead  acetate, 
spot,  brown,  £39 ;  white,  £40  5s.  per  ton  in  casks,  ex  store. 

Oxalic  acid  continues  in  steady  demand,  with  prices  well 
maintained :  quantities,  £32  per  ton  in  casks,  ex  wharf ; 
smaller  lots,  spot,  33s.  per  cwt.  ex  store. 

Potassium  bichromate  for  home  trade  is  unchanged  at 
4§d.  per  lb.,  less  6mall  rebate  for  large  quantities. 

Potassium  carbonate  is  steady,  but  business  is  of  little 
importance  :  90  to  92  per  cent.,  £23  10s.  to  £24 ;  96  to  98  per 
cent.,  £25  10s.  to  £26  per  ton  ex  store;  slightly  less  for 
contracts.

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Sal  ammoniac  is  a  good  market  so  far  as  prices  are  con- 
cerned, but  business  is  quieter :  dog-tooth  crystals,  £32 ; 
medium,  £28;  fine  white  crystals,  £17  12s.  6d.  per  ton  in 
casks,  ex  store ;  slightly  less  for  contracts. 

Saltcake  is  unchanged  at  55s.  per  ton  for  home  trade  in 
bulk  quantities.

Sodium  bichromate  for  home  trade  is  unchanged  at  3|d. 
per  lb. 

Sodium  chlorate  is  maintained  at  £25  15s.  per  ton  for 
quantities,  and  from  3d.  per  lb.  for  small  parcels;  business 
is  very  quiet. 

Sodium  hyposulphite  is  steady  and  in  fair  demand :

Sodium  prussiate  is  quoted  by  dealers  at  4fd.  to  5d.  per 
lb.  for  large  quantities ;  smaller  parcels  from  5^d.  per  lb. 

Sodium  sulphide  is  steady  as  quoted  by  dealers :  60  to  62 
per  cent,  solid,  £9  5s. ;  broken,  £10  5s.  per  ton  in  drums, 
ex  wharf. 

Coal-tar  products,  etc. — There  is  very  little  to  report 
hero.  Carbolic  acid  crystals  are  maintained  in  price  at  7d. 
to>  7£d.  per  lb.  for  39°  to  40°  C.  ice  crystals,  but  the  position 
as  regards  supplies  is  somewhat  easier.  Other  items  are 
meeting  with  only  a  limited  demand,  especially  oresylic  acid 
and  pitch,  but  prices,  so  far,  are  unchanged.

Linseed  oil  closes 
weak.  Turpentine  is  about  steady  on  balance.  Palm  oils 
have  been  dull.  Acid  oils  continue  quiet  and  a  shade 
easier:  coconut  and/or  palm  kernel,  32s.;  ground  nut, 
28s.;  soya,  26s.  6d.  spot.  Castor. — Prices  are  unchanged, 
with  tho  market  dull :  pharmaceutical,  48s.  6d. ;  first  press- 
ings, 43s.  6d. ;  second  pressings,  41s.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot 
in  barrels  in  not  less  than  one-ton  lots.  Coconut 
continues  dull :  deodorised,  spot,  41s.  6d. ;  Ceylon,  33s. 
c.i.f.  Cotton. — Prices  are  maintained  with  the  market 
steady :  deodorised,  36s.  6d. ;  common  edible,  34s.  6d. ; 
soapmaking,  32s.  3d. ;  crude,  30s.  3d.  spot.  Ground  nut  is 
quiet  with  prices  a  shade  lower :  deodorised,  spot,  40s.  6d. ; 
crude  Oriental,  35s.  6d.  c.i.f.  Palm  kernel  is  unchanged : 
deodorised,  40s.  9d. ;  crude,  34s.  spot.  Palm  has  been  slow 
all  the  week,  but,  60  far,  prices  are  about  level  and  the  tone 
is  fairly  steady :  Lagos,  31s.  4gd. ;  softs,  31s. ;  mediums, 
30e.  3d. ;  hards,  30s.  3d. ;  bleached.  33s.  9d.  spot.  Rape  is 
dull  but  prices  are  steady  :  refined,  42s. ;  crude,  40s.  6d.  spot. 
Soya  is  steady  but  quiet :  deodorised,  38s. ;  crude,  35s.  spot. 
Linseed  (raw,  naked). — The  market  shows  a  decline  on  the 
week  and  is  at  present  rather  unsteady :  on  spot,  44s. ; 
February,  39s.  10id. ;  March-April,  39s.  6d.  ;  May-August, 
39s.  3d.  Boiled  oil  on  spot,  47s.  6d.  Turpentine  has  had 
only  slight  fluctuations,  but  the  undertone  has  been  some- 
what harder,  due  to  reports  of  email  receipts  in  America 
and  f  urther  reduced  stocks.  London  6pot  price  closes  at  43s. 
per  cwt ;  March-April,  43s.  6d.  London  deliveries  for  last 
week  were  1,850  barrels,  making  a  total  •since  January  1  of 
12,010  barrels,  which  compares  with  12,224  barrels  for  the 
same  period  last  year.  Stocks  were  reduced  to  33,113 
barrels,  which  compares  with  28,794  barrels  at  the  same  date 
last  year,  these  figures  representing  the  London  visible  sup- 
ply as  there  was  nothing  landing  or  afloat.  Resin. — There 
has  been  but  little  alteration  and  the  demand  continued 
slow,  despite  favourable  American  statistics.  C.i.f.  terms 
were  as  follows:  B/D  15s.  lO^d.  to  16s.  4£d.,  E/F  16s.  10^d. 
to  17s.  6d.,  G  17s.  10gd.,  K/M  18s.  4£d.  to  18s.  6d.,  and  W/G 
18s.  9d.,  and  W/W  19s.  6d.  French  grades  were  slightly 
easier,  with  the  top  grade  at  17s.  10gd.  c.i.f.  Wood. —

Lubricating,  mineral,  burning  oils,  etc. — A  generally 
quiet  market  is  reported,  with  little  news  to  record.  Prices 
are  about  unchanged  throughout  and  are  a6  given  on 
page  201  of  last  week's  issue.  Lubricating  oils  are  inclined 
to  be  steadier  but  are  quiet :  spot,  pales,  £9  12s.  6d.  to  £21 ; 
reds,  £11  to  £21;  dark  cylinders,  £13  10s.  to  £33  10s.; 
filtered  cylinders,  £22  15s.  to  £41  10s.  per  ton,  less  22  per 
cent.

Bosall  &  Co.,  in  their  report  dated  January  31  (covering 
the  period  January  1  to  31)  state  that  arrivals  in  Kordofan 
stations  and  Tendelti  amounted  to  1,541  tons.  Except  for  the 
second  market  week,  arrivals  during  January  showed  a 
steady  decline ;  they  were :  First  market  week  363,  second 
week  427,  third  week  337,  fourth  week  296  tons  (remaining 
three  days  118  tons).  January  arrivals  compare  with  other

Gedaref  arrivals  have  been  very  good.  Gezireh  and  Gebe- 
laine  arrivals  to  the  end  of  January  were  about  440  tons,  but 
this  was  much  less  than  expected. 

Prices. — The  El  Obeid  market  closed  on  January  1  at  3d. 
moro  than  on  December  31,  and  went  on  daily  increasing  to 
January  16,  when  the  total  rise  equalled  29s.  10c).  per  owt. 
From  January  18  to  January  23  the  general  trend  of  prices 
was  downward,  the  total  fall  being  12s.  3d.,  but  from 
January  25  to  the  end  of  the  month  the  market  was  again 
on  the  upward  move,  tho  daily  increases  which  took  place 
totalling  8s.  2d.  The  net  increase  of  the  month  was,  there- 
fore, 26s.  per  cwt. 

Demand  was  much  smaller  than  last  year  and  was 
undoubtedly  curtailed  by  the  high  prices  ruling. 

Reports  of  disease  in  gum  trees,  exhausted  trees,  too  early 
tapping,  pests  attacking  trees,  etc.,  are  nonsense.  Any 
decrease  is  due  to  adverse  climatic  conditions,  i.e.,  persistent 
cold  weather. 

Market  Position. — During  the  last  three  days  the  weather 
hag  been  warm,  and  if  this  continues  without  spells  of  severe 
cold  we  can  expect  largely  increased  arrivals  after  fifteen  or 
twenty  days.  Six  weeks  of  abnormally  cold  weather  have 
considerably  reduced  the  period  of  gum  exudation,  which 
closes  with  the  rains  normally  coming  in  June.  The  produc- 
tive period,  however,  might  be  extended  by  late  or  nar- 
rowed by  early  rains.  It  is  impossible  to  forecast  the  crop 
any  more  than  one  can  forecast  the  weather  on  which  it 
depends.  January  arrivals  are  comparatively  small,  but 
they  are  larger  than  in  1926,  in  which  year  we  had  the 
largest  crop  recorded.  At  a  guess  one  cannot  now  expect  a 
flarge  crop,  though  it  is  still  not  impossible.  Prices  ruling 
during  January  were  not  due  to  overseas  paying  high  prices, 
but  to  local  competition  for  decreasing  arrivals  to  discharge 
commitments  based  on  expectations  of  a  very  large  and 
early  crop.  There  is  great  anxiety  as  to  whether  local 
dealers  can  possibly  secure  sufficient  gum  against  their  con- 
tracts for  February  delivery.  The  following  figures  show 
the  total  exports  from  January-December  1928  and  1929:  —

Sir, — With  reference  to  your  •correspondence  on  the 
above  subject  in  last  week's  issue  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  your  corre- 
spondents should  imagine  that  the  R.P.U.  is  not  fully 
alive  to  the  jeopardising  of  the  privileges  regarding 
"  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies.  The  posi- 
tion of  our  privilege  is  surely  obvious  to  everybody, 
and  has  been  realised  by  some  of  us  for  years.  I  can 
say  very  definitely  that  the  R.P.U.  has  not  been  inactive; 
the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  has 
on  a  number  of  occasions  been  drawn  to  evasions  by  the 
proprietors  -of  these  unstamped  "  proprietary  "  articles. 
Regarding  the  efforts  of  the  R.P.U.  to  secure  better 
profits  for  the  chemists,  I  am  not  in  the  least  ashamed 
of.  our  policy  in  this  connection ;  I  maintain'  that  an 
unstamped  proprietary  "  article  should  bear  at  least 
33^  per  cent  profit.  No  policy  which  can  be  adopted  on 
this  subject  is  free  from  (risks  and  difficulties.  Are 
chemists  aware  that  official  action  by  one  of  their  organ- 
isation must  lead  the  Government  to  .inquire  thoroughly 
into  the  incidence  of  the  medicine-stamp  duty  ?  Are 
chemists  prepared  as  an  alternative  to  stand  together 
and  take  united  action  regarding  these  articles,  and  force 
the  proprietors  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  trade?  If  so, 
what  policy  will  represent  the  wishes  of  chemists  gener- 
ally? There  is  one  policy  which  chemists  could  adopt 
that  would  stand  the  test  of  public  criticism,  whether  in 
Parliament  of  elsewhere.  They  could  say:  "  We  will 
not  sell  any  line  which  is  put  up  both  stamped  and  un- 
stamped unless  the  retail  price  of  the  unstamped  line 
is  less  by  the  value  of  the  stamp  than  that  of  the 
stamped  line.''  That  is  a  logical  policy,  but  it  involves 
an  obligation  on  the  part  of  chemists  to  cease  selling 
their  own  unstamped  "  proprietaries  "  at  prices  which 
obviously  indicate  they  are  taking  advantage  of  the 
absence  of  the  stamp.  I  need  not  enter  into  details  on 
this  point;  every  chemist  will  know  what  I  mean.  We 
must  bear  in  mind  that  whatever  we  may  think  of  the 
ethics  of  the  matter,  the  manufacturer  of  the  old-estab- 
lished stamped  line  who  alters  Iris  formula  and  packing 
in  order  to  get  the  same  advantages  as  the  latest  comer 
in  the  proprietary  medicine  market  is  acting  within  the 
law  as  expounded  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise. 
Ever  since  the  introduction  of  Aspro,  which  was  the 
first  big  success  as  a  stamped  and  unstamped  line,  we 
have  held  the  view  that  if  Messrs.  Gollin  &  Co.,  could 
carry  on  legally,  which  obviously  they  could,  there  was 
no  reason  why  any  stamped  proprietary  should  continue 
to  bear  a  stamp  so  far  as  the  chemists'  trade  was  con- 
cerned, if  the  proprietors  had  enterprise  enough  to  work 
out  the  problem.  Economic  conditions  are  forcing  the 
proprietors  to  take  this  action,  and  they  are  supported 
by  the  way  chemists  have  accepted  the  unstamped  lines 
already  on  the  market.  As  I  have  indicated  above,  there 
are  two  effective  ways  of  dealing  with  this  problem  :  (1) 
Face  the  issue  and  officially  approach  the  Government 
for  a  revision  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  exemp- 
tions operate,  with  all  the  risk  of  curtailment  of  our 
own  privileges  which  that  course  entails,  or  (2)  get 
chemists  to  stand  unitedlv  together  and  demand  that  the 
price  of  the  unstamped  line  shall  always  be  less  by  the 
value  of  the  stamp  than  the  stamped  line ;  is  there'  suffi- 
cient cohesive  force  amongst  chemists  to  make  this 
policy  a  success,  and  would  the  pharmaceutical  Press  give 
their  support?  The  R.P.U.  would  be  prepared  to  lead 
the  way  on  either  of  these  policies,  but  is  it  not  the 
general  opinion  of  the  trade  that  we  had  better  let 
matters  alone,  waiting  for  the  Government  to  feel  the 
pinch  and  take  action,  meanwhile  being  ready  to  justify 
the  chemist's  position   and  fight  for  his  right   to  the 


exemption,  which,  by  the  way,  was  granted  to  the  trad* 
(as  such)  years  before  the  Society  or  the  qualification 
was  established  or  even  contemplated  ?  It  should  ba 
possible  to  maintain  the  chemists'  privilege  without  allow- 
ing manufacturers  their  present  opportunities  of  evading 
medicine-stamp  duty. — Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — The  only  honest  thing  for  a  manufacturer  to 
dp  when  he  saves  a  Government  tax  is  to  give  the 
money  to  the  one  who  has  been  paying  it.  In  this 
case  the  customer  is  entitled  to  his  Phosferine  for 
Is.  instead  of  Is.  3d.  Neither  maker  nor  retailer  should 
have  the  odd  threepence.  Alternatively  the  manufac- 
turer could  devote  the  threepence  to  advertising  to  pro- 
mote sales  for  the  retailer  and  himself,  and  with  the 
increased  cost  to-day  of  advertising  this  would  be  fair 
dealing,  and  is  probably  what  the  Phosferine  Company 
will  do.  The  chemist  will  show  very  bad  taste  if  he 
claims  a  share  in  the  threepence,  but  the  Phosferine 
Company  will  show  a  splendid  spirit  if  they  give  it  to 
the  public.

Sir, — It  is  pleasing  to  find  that  there  are  a  few  phar- 
macists who  wish  to  play  fair  with  Phosferine,  Ltd.,  and 
I  heartily  agree  with  Mr.  Sibthorpe  in  his  defence  of 
that  firm.  When  we  compare  the  net  cost  of  Phosferine 
after  window-show  allowance,  we  find  that  it  compares 
very  favourably  with  any  well-advertised  patent  in  the 
market.  We  must  all  agree  that  Messrs.  Ashton  & 
Parsons  must  shape  their  own  policy,  and  if  they  had 
given  the  chemist  no  part  of  their  extra  profit  they  would 
still  be  in  line  with  many  other  makers  of  patents.  There 
is  one  point  to  bear  in  mind  for  those  who  write  in  .the. 
manner  of  some  correspondents.  We  do  not  know  into 
whose  hands  these,  letters  find  their  way ;  a  section  of 
the  Press  and  even  some  members  of  the  present  Govern- 
ment are  no  Wends  of  the  retailer.  It  would  be  a  far 
better  policy  if  we  could  adopt  some  co-operative  idea 
of  our  own  to  put  pharmacy  on  a  better  basis.  The 
P.A.T.A.,  the  C.D.A.  and  the  R.P.U.,  which  are  ail 
good  in  their  way,  have  come  out  of  co-operation ;  and 
if  we  hope  to  hold  our  own  against  our  many  competitors, 
we  must  be  something  more  than  selling  agents  of  adver- 
tised goods.  Who  will  start  an  all-in  policy  and  call  it 
"The  English  Pharmacists'  Union,'' or  some  other  title? 
It  is  not  too  late  to  save  the  ship,  but  something  ought 
to  be  done  soon.

Sir, — "  The  grocer  charges  Is.  3d.  for  a  small  bottle 
of  Phosferine  Brand  Tonic.  So  does  the  chemist.  Re- 
member when  you  pay  Is.  3d.  to  the  grocer  3d.  goes 
towards  reducing  your  taxes.  The  chemist  pockets  that 
3d.  The  grocer  gives  it  to  his  country.  Be  patriotic 
and  buy  from  your  grocer."  That  is  the  degrading 
position  the  retail  chemist  is  now  placed  in  by  Phos- 
ferine (Ashton  &  Parsons).  Ltd.  If  the  public  does  not 
yet  realise  it,  the  grocer  will  soon  see  that  it  does. 
No  explanation  will  convince  the  public  that  the  retail 
chemist  is  not  the  culprit.  Retail  chemists  have  no 
alternative.  We  must  act  at  once  and  show  a  solid  front. 
There  is  no  doubt  we  shall  have  the  support  of  the 
multiple-shop  companies.  They  are  out  to  get  trade, 
not  to  send  it.  to  the  grocer.  Every  retailer  who  has 
the  right  to  sell  "  known,  admitted  and  approved 
remedies  "  unstamped  must  defend  that  right  and  refuse 
to  be  placed  in  an  invidious  position.  Let  the  manu- 
facturers have  our  ultimatum  that  we  will  only  sell 
unstamped  branded  lines  on  the  following  conditions  : — 

(1)  That  they  show  entirely  satisfactory  profits  and  the 
ietai.1  price  is  protected. 

(2)  That  the  manufacturers  agree  (a)  not  to  stamp  the 
preparation  for  sale  by  other  trades  or  {b)  that  the  differ- 
ence in  the  retail  price  of  the  stamped  and  the  unstamped 
article  is  the  face  value  of  the  stamp  on  the  stamped  article. 

Such  policy  would  ensure  that  those  manufacturers 
who  wish  to  discontinue  the  medicine-stamp  duty  must 
confine  entire-  sales  to  -  the  legitimate  trade.  If  such 
terms  are  not  acceptable  to  the  manufacturers  let  them 
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keep  their  unstamped  branded  lines  in  their  warehouses 
and  we  will  keep  our  rights  of  selling  "  known,  admitted 
and  approved  remedies,"  which  rights  their  present 
policy  puts  in  jeopardy.  If  the  manufacturers  agree  to 
these  conditions  then,  at  any  rate,  we  get  some  com- 
pensation for  the  risks  run. — I  am,  etc.,

A  Member's  Dissatisfaction 

Sir, — Mr.  Walklet's  letter  in  your  issue  of  February  15 
(p.  203)  reopens  a  controversy  which  I  do  not  wish  to 
pursue  to  its  full  extent,  but  I  consider  that  certain  mis- 
statements of  fact  in  his  letter  call  for  correction.  If  your 
correspondent  had  taken  the  trouble  to  go  through  the 
list  of  public  analysts  for  England,  Scotland,  and  Wales, 
he  would  have  found  that  without  exception  they  all 
hold  the  diploma  of  F.I.C.,  and  not  one  the  Ph.C,  not 
even  as  an  additional  qualification  to  the  F.I.C.  Whilst 
giving  full  recognition  to  the  value  of  the  Ph.C  with 
regard  to  drugs,  your  correspondent  must  remember  that 
the  bulk  of  a  public  analyst's  work  is  concerned  with 
foods  •which  do  not  enter  into  the  curriculum  for  the 
Ph.C  Possibly  your  correspondent  was  not  aware  that 
in  the  examination  for  the  F.I.C.  very  stringent  tests 
with  regard  to  microscopy  and  materia  medica  are  im- 
posed upon  the  candidate.  With  regard  to  your  corre- 
spondent's statement  that  the  F.I.C  has  no  legal  stand- 
ing, perhaps  it  would  interest  him  to  know  that  under 
the  regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health  regard- 
ing appointments  to  the  position  of  public  analyst,  the 
following  extract  occurs  : — 

"  The  Minister  will  ordinarily  accept  as  sufficient  evidence 
of  _  competence  in  all  three  subjects  the  diploma  of  Fellow- 
ship or  Aseociateship  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  together  with  a  certificate  granted  by 
the  Institute  after  an  examination  conducted  by  them  in  the 
chemistry  (including  microscopy)  of  food  and  drugs  and 
water." 

It  is  this  latter  certificate  which  gives  the  F.I.C  his 
legal  position  to  practise  as  a  public  analyst.

Report  of  Examining  Board 

Sir, — The  annual  report  of  the  examining  board 
(0.  &  D.,  February  8,  p.  164)  is  interesting  but  dis- 
appointing. It  is  clear  that  the  preliminary  or  shop 
experience  of  many  candidates  has  been  faulty  in  some 
material  respects.  In  the  old  days  most  of  us  had 
months  or  years  of  tutoring  in  the  incidental  virtues 
of  cleanliness  and  neatness,  virtues  now  and  for  some 
years  quite  unpopular.  We  get  Minor  and  Major  assis- 
tants who  are  at  times  a  nuisance  in  the  dispensing 
department,  some  of  them  apparently  quite  unused  to 
such  commonplace  affairs  as  dusting  bottles  and  cleaning 
measures  or  mortars.  Lectures  and  demonstrations  in 
the  schools  are  a  poor  substitute  for  practical  work 
at  the  counter  and  in  the  back  shop.  One  might  be 
inclined  to  inquire  into  the  qualifications  of  teachers, 
for  it  is  undeniable  that  the  mere  possession  of  a  cer- 
tificate is  of  little  worth.  Unless  a  man  has  done  a 
considerable  amount  of  dispensing,  and  varied  at  that, 
he  is  not  able  to  teach  much  outside  the  theory  of  this 
important  branch'. — Yours,  etc., 

Looker  On  (14/2). 
Protecting  the  Public 

Sir, — Congratulations  on  your  leading  article,  "  Pro- 
tecting the  Public."  It  is  time  that  something  was 
done  so  that  a  few  lines  are  left  to  the  chemist  for  a 
living.  What  a  farce  it  is  that  an  unqualified  person 
should  be  the  means  of  his  employer  being  fined  for 
selling,  say,  a  bottle  of  lysol  because  the  chemist  is 
out,  perhaps  having  a  meal,  while  it  is  possible  for  a 
customer  of  the  stores  to  order  lysol  either  by  post 
or  by  the  man  in  charge  of  delivery  van,  without  any 
trouble.  Again,  it  is  possible  to  buy  as  many  gallons 
of  disinfectant  from  oil  shops  (as  long  as  the  article 
does  not  contain  over  3  per  cent,  of  carbolic  acid)  as 
one  likes ;  and  if  there  were  any  new  regulations  antici- 
pated, from  what  I  have  heard  the  makers  would  take 
steps  to  get  an  order  for  the  unqualified  vendors  as 


they  did  for  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  used  for 
agriculture  or  horticulture.  P.A.T.A.  articles  are  cut 
more  to-day  than  ever  by  other  traders ;  the  difficulty 
the  makers  have  with  lines  that  are  cut  is  that,  now 
the  goods  are  so  largely  advertised,  sales  by  traders 
who  are  not  chemists  are  so  large  that  a  maker  cannot 
stop  supplying  those  who  sell  the  major  part  of  his 
output  without  embarrassing  themselves.

A  Comparison 

Sir, — An  editorial  article  in  the  "  Lancet ''  of 
January  25,  discussing  secret  remedies,  asks:  "What 
personal  service  does  the  pharmacist  render  to  the  public 
when  he  hands  over  to  a  purchaser  a  box  of  pills  he 
knows  nothing  about?  "  The  tenth  annual  report  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  gave  the  total  number  of  insurance 
prescriptions  dispensed  in  1928,  as  approximately 
52,000,000.  If  the  number  of  prescriptions  for  proprietary 
medicines  ordered  for  insured  persons  is  about  5  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number,  and  "  about  £1,840,000  was  paid  to 
insurance  chemists  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and 
appliances,"  the  cost  of  those  proprietary  medicines 
was  probably  at  least  £100,000.  The  M.O.H.  report,  in 
another  section  remarks :  "  The  right  to  exercise  his 
[the  prescriber's]  discretion  in  this  way  carries  with  it 
a  duty  to  justify,  in  the  first  instance,  to  his  professional 
brethren,  the  manner  in  which  he  has  exercised  it." 
There  are  many  proprietary  remedies  sold  over  the 
counter,  the  formulas  of  which  are  not  disclosed.  Insured 
persons  who  think  they  have  derived  benefit  from  the 
use  of  these  preparations  persuade  their  doctors  in  some 
instances  to  order  these  for  them  on  a  panel  prescription. 
This  fact  of  persuasion  is  established  by  the  appearance 
of  names  upon  the  forms  which  reach  the  chemist  justify- 
ing the  assumption  that,  as  the  doctor  knew  nothing 
about  the  preparation  asked  for,  he  did  his  best  to  spell 
it  as  it  sounded  !  In  such  cases  the  prescriber  can  know 
nothing  about  the  composition  or  the  therapeutical  value 
of  the  medicine  he  is  prescribing ;  yet  he  is  incurring 
more  than  the  average  cost  in  ordering  it  instead  of  an 
extempore  mixture  or  other  preparation.  Can  anyone 
think  that  the  practitioner  can  possibly  justify  in  such 
cases,  even  to  his  professional  brethren,  the  manner  in 
which  he  has  exercised  his  discretion?  Surely  it  is  time 
that  this  question  of  the  prescribing  for  insured  persons 
of  proprietary  medicines — at  least  so  far  as  they  are 
secret  remedies-^should  be  vigorously  tackled  by  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union. — Yours,  etc.,

The  Four-Exposure  Film 

Sir, — Mr.  Tranmer,  of  Smethurst,  is,  I  believe,  a  name 
of  some  repute  in  the  drug  trade,  but  his  letter  {0.  &  D., 
February  15,  p.  203)  dealing  with  the  above  matter  is 
not  convincing.  A  reduction  in  the  cost  to  the  public 
of  the  popular-size  film  was  desirable,  but  the  Is.  film 
about  to  be  marketed  by  the  leading  makers  has  pro- 
vided that  reduction  without  reducing  but  little  the  turn- 
over per  transaction  of  the  dealer,  and  without  also 
affecting  the  rate  of  profit.  Mr.  Tranmer  may  rest 
assured  that  if  the  sixpenny  film  were  marketed  by  these 
makers  the  rate  of  profit  would  be  reduced  to  25  per 
cent.  Furthermore,  when  it  comes  to  the  developing  and 
printing  of  the  sixpenny  film,  the  reduction  in  turnover 
per  transaction  is  substantial,  and  it  only  requires  a  little 
investigation  of  costs  in  relation  to  turnover  to  see  that 
the  Is.  film  is  a  very  sound  and  sensible  plan,  which 
provides  the  public  with  the  best  make  of  film  at  the 
sixpenny  rate  and  without  affecting  the  profits  or  work- 
ing costs  of  the  dealer.  Mr.  Tranmer  should  compare 
the  sale  and  D.  and  P.  of  a  sixpenny  film  with  that  of 
the  Is.,  and  study  his  profits  in  relation  to  turnover. 
Lastly,  if  pharmacists  desire  to  stir  up  the  photographic 
trade  in  their  own  interests  they  should  write  to  the 
Photographic  Dealers'  Association,  a  body  that  is  doing 
a  great  deal  of  constructive  work  in  the  interests  of 
photographic  dealers  throughout  the  country.

E.  S.  H.  (18/1). — Licences  to  use  the  Royal  Arms 
are  granted  by  the  Crown.  We  would  advise  you  to 
make  an  application  to  the  Secretary,  Lord  Chamber- 
lain's Office,  Buckingham  Palace,  S.W.I,  giving  full 
particulars  of  the  services  upon  which  you  base  your 
claim. 

A.  H  (3/2). — An  Excise  medicine  vendor's  licence  is 
required  to  cover  the  sale  of  dutiable  medicines  from  an 
automatic  machine.  The  licence  should  be  taken  out  in 
the  name  of  the  person  by  whom  the  medicines  are 
sold  and  in  respect  of  the  premises  at  which  the  machine 
is  standing.  The  medicines  sold  from  the  machine  must 
be  duly  stamped. 

E.  0.  (7/2). — An  apprentice  is  to  be  paid  6s.  a  week 
during  the  first  year,  9s.  a  week  during  the  second  year 
and  12s.  &  week  during  the  third  year.      Must  he  be 
.insured  under  the  National  Health  and  Unemployment 

Insurance  schemes  ?  [Since  lie  is  in  receipt  of  a  money 
payment  he  must  be  insured  if  he  is  not  under  the  age  of 
sixteen.  He  may  be  able  to  secure  exemption  upon  the 
ground  that  he  is  mainly  dependent  upon  someone  else ; 
but  this  will  not  relieve  "  E.  0."  from  the  obligation  to 
pay  the  employer's  share  of  the  contributions.] 

F.  B.  (28/1).— A  poison  included  in  Part  I  of  the 
Poisons  Schedule  may  only  be  supplied  directly  to  the 
purchaser,  who  must  be  known  to  or  introduced  by  some 
person  known  to  the  seller.  Before  delivery  the  pre- 
scribed entries  must  be  made  in  the  poison  book  and 
duly  signed  by  the  customer.  The  regulations  prevent 
the  sale  of  a  Part  I  poison,  whether  through  the  post  or 
otherwise,  to  a  customer  who  is  not  present  to  sign  the 
poison  book  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  or  rather  before  the 
delivery  of  the  poison.  The  delivery  of  a  Part  I  poison 
on  a  signed  order  in  writing  applies  only  to  supplies  to 
medical  practitioners,  dentists  and  veterinary  surgeons, 
oh  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary.  1930, 
p.  299.

Preserving  Floivers  and  Ferns 

With  reference  to  a  recent  note  on  preserving  flowers 
and  ferns  (C.  &  D.,  January  11,  p.  56),  we  are  informed 
by  Mr.  T.  Ernest  Waltham,  F.E.H.S.,  author  of 
"Common  British  Wild  Flowers  Easily  Named" 
(Milford,  3s.  6d.),  that  a  new  method  of  drying  is  out- 
lined in  that  work.  Mr.  Waltham  also  writes:  "After 
very  simple  drying  I  varnish  all  petals  with  weak  cel- 
luloid solution,  and  quite  good  results,  preserving  their 
natural  form  and  in  most  cases  their  colour,  are 
attained." 

An  Instructive  Average 

A  report  of  the  St.  Helens  Borough  Insurance  Com- 
mittee (C.  &  D.,  January  18,  p.  78)  states  that  seven- 
teen chemists  in  the  town  received  an  average  of  £339 
each  in  one  year  for  their  panel  work.  As  the  cost 
of  drugs  and  dispensing  fees  are  generally  roughly  equal 
it  follows  that  they  .received  actually  an  average  of 
£169  10s.  to  meet  all  their  expenses  and  to  allow  a 
profit,  if  any.  Is  any  further  proof  needed  of  the 
total  inadequacy  of  the  remuneration  of  pharmacists 
under  the  tariff?  A  sum  of  a  little  over  £3  a  week 
to  provide  the  premises,  labour,  corks,  labels,  wrapping 
paper,  bottle-washing,  clerical  work,  and  to  keep  an 
adequate  stock  of  drugs  and  appliances  !  The  figure  is 
one  which  no  other  body  of  men  in  the  country  would 
accept  for  a  moment. — Inadequate  (27/1).

At  times  it  is  necessary  to  give  a  small  dose  of  castor 
oil  previous  to  the  pills.  The  pills  can  be  given  once 
or  twice  daily  for  a  few  days,  depending  upon  the  con- 
dition of  the  stomach  and  strength  of  -the  bird. 

C.  <£•  B.  (17/88). — Chemical  dishorner. — The  chemical 
usually  supplied  for  dishorning  cattle  is  either  a  strong 
solution  or  a  stick  of  caustic  potash.  This  is  applied 
to  the  bud  of  the  horn  once  every  second  day  for  a 
week,  when  a  scab  will  form  over  the  bud  and  then 
drop  off,  carrying  with  it  the  cells  which  would  have 
formed  the  horn.  Little  or  no  pain  is  occasioned,  but 
it  should  be  pointed  out  to  the  customer  that  the 
operation  must  be  carried  out  before  the  animal  is  one 
month  old,  otherwise,  under  the  Animals'  Anaesthetics 
Act,  it  is  necessary  to  administer  a  general  anaesthetic 
before  the  dishorning  is  commenced.  When  it  is  desired 
tp  remove  the  tips  of  the  horns  from  cattle — as  may 
be  necessary  when  they  are  in  a  confined  space  for  fat- 
tening, owing  to  the  risk  of  their  maiming  one  another 
—a  special  instrument  known  as  a  horn  guillotine  is 
generally  used.  When  a  general  anaesthetic  is  necessary 
it  is  advisable  that  it  should  be  administered  by  a 
veterinary  surgeon. 

W.  H.  L.  (19/88). — Proof  spirit. — Spirit  of  any  non- 
official  strength  is  converted  to  proof  strength  by  ascer- 
taining the  equivalent  in  bulk  gallons  and  then  multiply- 
ing that  figure  by  one-hundredth  of  the  percentage  of 
proof  spirit  in  the  spirit  under  consideration. 

Example. — Convert  6  pts.  8  fl.  oz.  of  60  o.p.  spirit  to  proof 

gallons.  ,  •  . ■-•■> 

6  pts.      =    0.75  galls. 
8  fl.  oz.    =   0.05  „ 

0.80 

and  0.8  x  1.6  (one-hundredth  of  160  per  cent.)  =  1.280  gallons 
of  proof  spirit.

Arsenical  Wall-Paper 

Mr.  Henry  Carr,  C.E.,  has  set  himself  the  task  of  break- 
ing up  the  trade  in  arsenical  paper-hangings.  We'have  pre- 
viously noticed  a  pamphlet  by  this  gentleman  on  the  subject, 
and  last  month  a  paper  written  by  him  was  read  before  the 
Society  of  Ants  on  "Our  Domestic  Poisons,"  in  which 
arsenical  paper-hangings  were  the  chief  subject  of  complaint. 
The  Society's  lecture-fiheatre  was  hung  round  with  speci- 
mens of  paper-hangings,  arsenical  and  non-arsenical,  and 
these  were  so  arranged  as  to  prOve  that  in  most  cases  the 
tint  obtained  from  a  poisonous  paper  might  as  well  be  had 
from  an  innocent  one.  .  .  .  The  evidence  of  injury  result- 
ing from  arsenical  paper-hangings  was  very  large,  and  on 
this  point  Mr.  Carr  was  supported  in  the  discussion  which 
followed  his  paper  by  Mr.  Jabez  Hogg,  Dr.  Thudichum, 
Dr.  A.  S.  Taylor,  Dr.  Lauder  Brimton,  and  others.

Senna — Botany  (continued). — 

Arabian  senna  is  described  by  Greenish  as  collected  in 
South  Arabia  and  was  formerly  shipped  from  Hodeidah 
to  Port  Sudan,  and  railed  thence  to  Cairo,  when  it  was 
cleaned   and   graded   similarly    to   Alexandrian  senna, 
and   exported.    The   leaflets   are   elongated  lanceolate, 
and     may     be     distinguished     by     the     shape  and 
also  by  the  ratio  that  the  width  of  the  two  epidermises 
bears  to  the  total  thickness  of  the  leaf,  which  in  Arabian 
senna  is  about  one  to  two  and  in  Alexandrian  about 
one  to  seven.    This  variety,  as  represented  and  illus- 
trated under  the  name  ot   Mecca  senna   by  Greenish 
has    quite    linear    lanceolate    leaflets,    almost  acumi- 
nate at   the   apex,    and    appears    to    correspond  with 
the    description    given   in   Planchon    &    Collin    of  the 
variety  Ehrenbergii,  Bisch.    The  leaves  that  appeared 
in   commerce   some   years   ago  which    were  offered  as 
Alexandrian    probably  belonged  to  this  graded  variety 
of  C.  angustifolia,  as  they  had  not  the  brownish  or 
decayed  leaves  found  in  ordinary   Bombay   senna.  It 
would  seem  more  reasonable  to  suppose  that  senna  col- . 
lected  near  Mecca  and  sent  from  the  port  of  Jeddah  across 
to  Port  Sudan  and  railed  to  Cairo  for  grading  would 
be  more  likely  to  be  sent  there  than  from  the  much 
more  distant  ports  of  Hodeidah  and  Mokka,  and  might 
explain  the    reason    for   the    distinct    name    of  senna 
mekki  of  the  East  ("  Pharmacographia,"  p.  27).  The 
Hodeidah  or  Mokka  senna  of  the  Yemen  district  would 
be  more  likely  to  be  sent  to  Aden  and  Bombay.  It 
is  evident  that  senna  was  sent  from  Mecca,  since  Isaac 
Judasus   mentions   in  a.d.  850  that  the  best  kind  of 
senna  was  brought  from  there  to  Egypt.      It  seems 
probable,  therefore,  that  the  Mokka  and  Hodeidah  plant 
of  Yemen  affords  the  Bombay  senna,  and  that  it  is 
the  product  of  0.  angustifolia,  var.  genuina,  Bisch,  and 
that  the  mekki  senna  of  the  East  is  afforded  by  the 
var.  Ehrenbergii,  Bisch,  and  that  the  var.  Boy'leana, 
Bisch,  yields  the  large  Tinnevelly  senna.    Greenish  states 
concerning  the  senna  sent    from    Port  Sudan  to  Cairo 
that    it  .  yields    2.5    per    cent,    of    total  oxymethyl- 
anthraquinone,  which  is  considerably  more  than  stated 
by  Tutin.    Cassia  obovata,  Colladon,  was  formerly  culti- 
vated in  Italy  during  the  first  half  of  the  sixteenth 
century  for  medicinal  use,  and  hence  the  name  of  Italian 
senna  applied  to  it  by  Gerardi,  but  in  1526  senna  leaves 
from  Tuscany  were  inadmissible  at  Venice,  and  those 
of  _  the  same  species  from  Tripoli  in  1676  were  similarly 
rejected,  the  senna  from  Cairo  having  been  exclusively 
permitted.    The  leaves  are  regarded  in  commerce  now 
as  an  adulterant  and  are  called  "  dog  senna,"  or  by 
the   Arabs  _  "  senna    baladi,"    i.e.,    "  wild    senna."  It 
grew  wild  in  the  fields  of  durra  (Sorghum  vulgare)  at 
Kamak  and  Luxor,   and   never  realised  more  than  a 
quarter^  the  price  of  the  Alexandrian  senna  Jebeli,  a 
mountain  senna,  brought  by  the  Nubian  caravans  and 
the  Bisharin    Arabs.      This  species  must  not  be  con- 
founded with  the   variety  of   Alexandrian  senna  var. 
obtusifolia  (0.  /Ethiopica,  Griseb.),  which  is  a  broad  form 
of  var.  C.  acutifolia,  but  not  obovate,  only  obtuse  at 
the  apex.    It  is  characteristic  of  the  Tripoli  senna  of 
the  Continent.    Occasionally  other  varieties  of  senna  have 
come  into  commerce,   such  as  the  senna  ovali folia  of 
Batka  ("  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"    (3),   xxii,   p.  874), 
C,  holosericea,  Fresen,  which  is  easily  recognised  by  its 
densely   hairy   surface,    small   size   and    oblong  shape. 
It  is  a  native  of  the  Yemen  district  and  Abyssinia, 
and  was  regarded  by  Batka  as  one  of  the  senna  plants, 
but  has  not  come  into  use  in  Europe,    The  leaves  of 
Cassia  montana  have  also  been  offered  in  the  London 


drug  market  ("Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  (4),  12,  pp. 
646,  694).  The  distinctive  features  are  the  rounded 
obtuse  ends  of  the  leaflets,  the  obtuse  angles  of  the 
lateral  veins,  and  the  dark  network  formed  by  the 
veins  on  the  under  surface'  of  the  leaflet.  The  powder 
is  characterised  by  the  abundance  of  small  rosettes  of 
calcium  oxalate  and  the  pluricellular  palisade  tissue. 

Adulterations.— During  the  last  century  Alexandrian 
senna  was  largely  mixed  (1  to  4)  with  argel  leaves 
[Solenostemma  Argel),  which  were  evidently  added  with  a 
definite  intent,  probably  in  the  belief  that  they  added  to 
the  activity  of  the  senna.  The  leaves  are  easily  recog- 
nised by  their  wrinkled  surface,  equal  base  and  thicker 
substance.  Other  leaves  are  occasionally  met  with  in 
Alexandrian  senna,  of  which  may  be  mentioned 
Tephrosia  apollinea,  Delile,  Coriaria  myrtifolia,  L., 
Colutea  arborescens,  L.,  and  Globularia  Alypum.  The  last 
named  is  apparently  a  substitute  rather  than  an  adultera- 
tion, as  it  is  known  as  Sene  de  Provence.  ■  The 
other's  are  met  with  on  the  Continent  rather  than  in 
this  country  except  T.  apollinea,  which  is  so  rare  as 
to  be  apparently  of  accidental  occurrence.  Illustrations 
of  all  of  them  are  given  in  Planchon  &  Collin, 
"  Drogues  Simples  "  (tome  II,  pp.  461-463,  1025-1032), 
showing  the  microscopical  structure  of  each. 

Medicinal  properties. — Senna  belongs  to  the  anthra- 
cene group  of  purgatives,  its  active  principle  being 
derivatives  of  anthraquinone.  Its  purgative  action  is 
free  from  the  subsequent  constipation  caused  by  rhubarb, 
and  it  is  a  safe  and  efficient  purgative  in  habitual  or 
old-age  constipation,  and  is  especially  valuable  in  the 
treatment  of  haemorrhoids.  The  active  principles  of 
senna  cannot  be  said  to  be  accurately  determined.  For 
some  years  cathartic  acid  was  regarded  as  the  active 
principle,  and  was  described  as  such  by  Dr.  Stockman  and 
other  authors,  but  has  since  been  shown  to  be  a  mixture. 
More  recently  Tutin  has  stated  that  the  chief  constituents 
of  Alexandrian  senna  are  rhein,  aloe-emodin,  ksempferol, 
and  isorhamnetin,  all  four  substances  occurring  free,  and 
also  in  the  form  of  glucosides  ;  of  these  aloe-emodin  and 
its  glucoside  appear  to  be  the  only  purgative  ones.  The 
total  amount  of  oxymethyl-anthraquinone  derivatives  is 
estimated  at  one  to  four  per  cent.,  a  proportion  that 
does  not  agree  with  the  purgative  action  of  the  drug. 
Purgative  action  is  weakened  by  excessive  heat  and  by 
the  action  of  alkalis,  and  preparations  made  by  infusion 
in  cold  water  are  more  active  and  less  griping  than 
those  made  with  hot  water.  Confectio  sennne  is  a  rather 
unsatisfactory  preparation,  possibly  due  to  the  heat  used 
or  to  the  varying  strength  of  the  cassia  pulp  employed. 

Senna,  Commerce. — No  estimate  of  the  area  under  culti- 
vation in  India  can  be  made,  but  it  has  been  stated  that 
on  dry  land  700  lb.  of  leaves  per  acre  and  on  garden  lands 
under  wells  as  much  as  1,400  lb.  may  be  obtained.  Pluck- 
ing commences  generally  sixty  days  after  sowing,  the 
leaves  being  stripped  from  the  stalks,  and  if  the  flower 
buds  are  nipped  off  a  heavier  flush  of  leaves  follows.  After 
picking,  the  leaves  are  dried  in  the  shade  for  a  week  or 
ten  days  and  the  senna  is  then  ready  for  sale.  Between 
the  cultivator  and  the  shipper  is  the  inevitable  middleman, 
who  mixes  the  leaves  and  bags  them  before  selling  to  the 
exporter,  who  has  therefore  to  re-sort  according  to  size 
and  quality  before  baling.  The  usual  season  for  collection 
runs  from  June  to  December.  The  volume  and  value  of 
the  exports  of  senna  from  India  in  1913-14  and  since 
1918-19  are  shown  in  the  table  below.  Short  shipments  in 
the  last  two  years  of  the  war  largely  account  for  the 
exceptional  quantity  exported  in  1919-20.

In  pre-war  times  the  principal  customers  for  senna  were 
the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States,  Germany  and 
France.  In  1922-23  the  chief  recipients  were  the  United 
States  taking  66  per  cent,  of  the  total  exports,  France 
taking  12  per  cent.,  the  United  Kingdom  6  per  cent.,  and 
Germany  4  per  cent. ;  99  per  cent,  of  the  exports  go  from 
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Tuticorin,  the  unit  of  sale  at  the  port  being  the  candy  of 
500  lb.  and  that  of  shipment,  bales  of  2£  to  2§  cwt.  each.

As  regards  "  Alexandrian,"  it  is  common  knowledge 
that  this  is  not  a  product  of  Alexandria,  Egypt,  but 
principally  of  the  Sudan,  the  nearest  senna-producing  dis- 
trict being  situate  no  less  than  900  miles  south  of  Alex- 
andria, the  misnomer  probably  owes  its  origin  to  the  fact 
that  Alexandria  was  once  the  main  outlet  of  senna,  as  of 
most  other  produce  exported  from  the  Sudan,  before  the 
opening  of  Port  Sudan  harbour  in  1909.  The  principal 
producing  districts  of  the  Sudan  are  the  eastern  area  of 
Kordofan  Province,  the  White  Nile  Province,  and  along 
the  course  of  the  Nile  north  from  Khartoum,  through 
Geill,  Shendi,  Darner,  Atbara,  Berber,  Abu  Hamed  into 
the  Dongola  Province.  Comparatively  small  quantities 
are  also  available  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Sinkat  in  the 
Red  Sea  Province.  The  senna,  which  is  mainly  wild — 
only  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  whole  crop  being 
cultivated — is  gathered  by  the  Arab  tribes  located  in  the 


various  producing  districts,  and  is  brought  by  camel  cara- 
van to  the  markets  established  at  Omdurman,  Khartoum 
North,  Atbara  and  Dongola.  these  caravans  not  infre- 
quently occupying  as  long  as  18  to  20  days  in  transit  from 
the  interior  to  the  market  towns.  The  senna  season  in  the 
Sudan  commences  about  October-November,  and  arrivals 
cease  about  June-July.  The  plant,  which  is  a  shrub 
growing  to  a  height  of  about  three  feet,  may  be  cut  two 
or  three  times  in  the  course  of  a  season,  and,  if  especially 
good,  as  many  as  four  cuttings  may  be  taken  from  one 
crop.  Needless  to  say  the  number  of  cuttings  which  can 
be  taken  in  any  one  season  is  entirely  dependent  upon  the 
condition  of  the  plant.  Whilst  there  are  no  official 
statistics  on  record  to  show  the  actual  annual  crop,  basing 
upon  the  average  annual  exports  from  the  Sudan,  of  the 
cleaned  and  graded  article  during  the  past  12  years,  the 
total  quantity  of  crude  senna  cut,  cleaned  and  graded  for 
export  annually  may  be  approximately  estimated  at  about* 
1,100  to  1,200  tons.  Of  this  quantity  the  major  portion 
is  brought  into  Omdurman,  which,  apart  from  being  the 
most  important  native  market  in  the  Sudan,  is  situated 
at  the  centre  of  the  principal  producing  districts.  It  is 
the  headquarters  of  the  chief  native  traders  and  the  great 
produce  market  of  the  whole  country.  Here  are  estab- 
lished cleaning  sheds  where  the  senna  is  cleaned  of  its 
impurities,  graded  into  whole  leaves,  whole  and  broken 
leaves  (commonly  known  in  the  trade  as  mixed  leaves), 
sittings  and  pods,  and  packed  for  ultimate  shipment,  via 
Port  Sudan,  to  importers  and  consumers  abroad. 

Senna  Pods. — These  were  preferred  by  physicians  in 
.the  Middle  Ages  to  the  leaves,  and  the  preference  in 
late  years  has  arisen  again.  The  Alexandrian  pods  are 
much  preferred  to  the  Tinnevelly  pods,  the  hand-picked 
fruits  of  the  former  realising  much  higher  prices  than 
the  latter.  The  public  much  prefer  the  greener  pods  to 
the  darker  coloured  specimens,  believing  that  the  green 
pods  are  more  active.  The  Alexandrian  pods  are  flat, 
broadly  oblong,  slightly  curved  upwards  and  broadly 
rounded  at  the  extremity  with  a  minute  or  obsolete 
mucro  indicating  the  position  of  the  style  on  the  upper: 
edge.  The  pods  are  1£  to  24  in.  long.  Those  of  C. 
angusti folia  are  narrower,  7-8  lines  bi'oad,  with  the  base 
of  the  style  distinctly  pronounced  on  the  upper  edge. 
Senna  pods,  according  to  A.  W.  Macfarlan,  are  free 
from  the  nauseous  odour  and  flavour  of  the  leaves,  and 
although  the  action  is  much  slower  than  the  leaves  they 
do  not  cause  griping  or  other  unpleasant  symptoms. 
He  recommends  the  dose  of  six  to  twelve  pods  for  an 
adult,  and  for  the  young  and  very  aged  three  to  six 
pods  in  a  claret  glass  full  of  cold  water  infused  for 
six  to  eight  hours,  or  a  liquid  extract  from  half  to  one 
drachm  in  a  wineglassful  of  cold  water.  E.  T.  Salmon 
finds  that  the  pods  are  richer  in  purgative  principles 
than  the  leaves,  yielding  2^  per  cent,  against  two  per 
cent,  from  the  leaves,  and  that  the  resinous  principle 
and  volatile  oil  contained  in  the  leaves  are  practically 
absent  from  the  pod.  A  formula  for  the  extract  is  given 
in  the  "  Year  Book  of  Pharmacy,"  1890  (p.  174). 

Separator. — As  applied  to  pharmacy,  this  instrument  is 
usually  a  wide  glass  tube  tapering  at  the  bottom  and 
fitted  'with  a  tap.  The  top  is  generally  closed  by  means 
of  a  stopper.  It  is  used  for  the  separation  of  immiscible 
liquids,  such  as  essential  oils,  chloroform  and  petroleum 
ether,  when  mixed  with  water.  A  simple  separator  may 
be  used  in  the  shape  of  a  glass  funnel  fitted  with  a  tap. 

Serapinum. — See  Sagapenum. 

Serenoa. — See  Saw  Palmetto. 

Serum. —  (1)  The  clear,  almost  colourless,  liquid  separa- 
able  by  various  means  from  the  other  contents  of  blood. 
The  word  in  this  sense  is  traced  in  the  O.E.D.  to  1672. 
(2)  In  pharmacy,  a  generic  name  for  a  class  of  officinal 
preparations,  in  former  use,  based  on  serum  or  whey — 
e.g.,  serum  aluminosum,  serum  catharticum,  serum  sina- 
pinum.  (3)  In  modern  medicine,  the  term  applied  to  an 
antitoxic  or  antibacterial  product  derived  {see  Serum 
Therapy)  from  natural  serum.
